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Quango chief urges action in cutting carbon emissions 


THE NEW head of the 
Environment Agency 
has spoken out against 
controversial plans for a 
coal-fired power station 
in Kent. 

Dr Paul Leinster criticised pro¬ 
posals for a new plant at Kings- 
north on the Hoo Peninsula. He 
said the Government would 
struggle to meet targets to 
reduce C02 emissions if a new 
generation of coal-fired power 
stations went ahead, led by 
Kingsnorth, as well as plans for 
airport expansion. 

The Climate Change Bill, the 
world’s first ever legally bind¬ 
ing national emissions reduction 
target, was passed by MPs in 
the House of Commons on 
Tuesday. 

It has set the UK the goal of 
cutting C02 emissions, including 
those from the aviation and ship¬ 
ping industries, by four-fifths 
over the next four decades. 

“It is a big challenge for us,” Dr 
Leinster told Kent on Sunday. 
“The new Secretary of State, Ed 
Miliband, has indicated that he

supports the 80 per cent cut in 
emissions by 2050. 

“We really do have to see what 
actions we are going to take to be 
able to deliver that.” 

The agency is a Government 
body responsible for protecting 
and improving the environment 
in England and Wales. 

Dr Leinster, who officially took 
up the post as the agency’s chief 
executive yesterday, criticised 
plans for the Garden of England, 
including the Kingsnorth plant 
and expansion proposal for Kent 
International Airport (KIA). 

‘With all these proposals we 
need to test whether it is going to 
help us deliver our target or 
make it more difficult,” he said. 

“If these were to go ahead how 
would we then meet this 80 per 
cent reduction within the time- 
frame - it is a big challenge. 

“It is some distance away but 
we need to be to acting now to 
start delivering that level of 
reduction.” 


Greenpeace’s Rainbow Warrior 
ship led a nine-boat flotilla, car¬ 
rying dozens of campaigners, to 
the jetty at the existing coal-fired 
power station at Kingsnorth on 
Wednesday. 

The 1,985-megawatt power 
station is due to be closed by 
2015 and E.ON, the energy 
company that owns it, wants to 
build two new 800 MW coal-fired 
units. 

If given the go-ahead, it would 
be the first coal-fired power plant 
since Drax Power Station was 
built in 1986. 

The Greenpeace protestors 
said coal was the most “climate¬ 
wrecking” form of electricity and 
a new plant at the Kent site 
would be a “huge blow” to the 
fight against global warming. 

The Environment Agency 
warns coal-fired stations must 
not go ahead unless they have 
carbon capture and storage 
(CCS) technology. 

CCS is a process that allows 
the carbon dioxide emitted dur¬ 
ing the burning of fossil fuels to 
be stored either underground or 
below the seabed to prevent it

Fi gures reveal 
NHS trusts are 

getting cleaner 


A TOTAL of269 patients in Kent 
and Medway caught the super¬ 
bugs MRSA and Clostridium 
difficile between April and June 
this year, writes Jenna Pudelek. 

However, the county saw 55 per cent less 
cases of the healthcare associated infec¬ 
tions than over the same period in 2007, 
the latest Health Protection Agency (HPA) 
figures show 

Nationally, C diff rates have fallen by 
more than a third, which ministers put 
down to improved hand-washing and a 
clampdown on over-prescribing antibiotics. 

Kent on Sunday added together the 
figures from Dartford and Gravesham, 
Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells and East 
Kent Hospitals University NHS trusts, 
Medway NHS Foundation Trust as well 
as Bromley Hospitals and Queen Mary’s 
Sidcup trusts. 

In all the trusts, since the period April to 
June 2006, the amount of MRSA cases 
have gone down - from 68 to 34 this year. 

The number of patients with C diff has 
fallen from 502 in 2006, to 196 in 2008, 
the HPA data shows. 

Laura Probert, a member of the 
National Concern for Healthcare 
Infections (NCHI), said: “Whilst NCHI 
welcomes any drop in figures it has to be 
remembered that in the published figures 
for the three-month period April to June 
10,866 patients contracted C diff - that’s 
10,866 families affected. 

“That truly is not an acceptable figure.” 

Mrs Probert, from Ramsgate, added: “It 
is now time to look behind the headline fig¬ 
ures and examine the causes of infections. 

“Safeguarding funding for infection pre¬ 


vention and control can help as this is often 
the first pot of money that gets raided 
whenever a trust is in f in ancial difficulty.” 

The campaigner, whose mother died 
from C diff at the William Harvey 
Hospital in Ashford, said KOS Media’s 
campaign to highlight the importance of 
hand hygiene in the fight against killer 
bugs was important to raise awareness 
about hand-washing. 

Trusts in Kent are meeting the 
Government’s targets for both superbugs, 
which include a 50 per cent reduction in 
MRSA and a 30 per cent reduction in C 
diff by 2010-11. 

The Maidstone trust, which was at the 
centre of last year’s superbug scandal, 
reported a more than 50 per cent drop in 
C diff. 

A trust spokesman said: “Cases of C diff 
are continuing to fall and that’s excellent 
news for patients. A sneak preview of July 
to September’s figures show our hospitals 
have among the lowest cases in the South 
East - only the specialist bums unit at 
East Grinstead will have fewer.” 

The Medway trust reduced C diff infec¬ 
tions by 48 per cent. 

However, KoS was contacted this week 
by a reader who reported that the toilet on 
his wife’s ward at Medway Maritime 
Hospital was dirty and there was blood in 
the shower. 

A tmst spokeswoman urged patients 
and visitors to alert staff to any hygiene 
problems as soon as possible. 

Candy Morris, chief executive of NHS 
South East Coast, said: “The tmsts in 
Kent have come a long way in the past 
year. The goals we have set ourselves are 
ambitious and we want to meet and 
exceed national standards.”

entering the earth’s atmosphere. 

Dr Leinster said: “It must not just be carbon 
capture-ready but part of the scheme must be 
taking forward the actual capture and storage. 

“If that does not happen then we believe new 
coal bum should not proceed.” 

Mr Miliband is expected to make a decision 
whether to give Kingsnorth the go-ahead in a 
few months. Dr Leinster said ministers must 
ensure it is only allowed if it has the necessary 
carbon capture technology. 

“We are really pressing for Government to 
take that action and we hope they do it.” 

A spokesman for E.ON said a new plant 
would be built CCS-ready, so that if the 
technology became available in the future it 
could be installed. 

‘We have been short-listed for a Government 
competition for funding towards creating what 
would be the world’s first large-scale commer¬ 
cial CCS,” he added. 

Airport expansion, in particular controver¬ 
sial plans for a third runway at Heathrow, has 
also been criticised by environmentalists and 
the Cabinet was said to be split over the deci¬ 
sion this week. 

Expansion 

Caroline Lucas, the Green MEP for the 
South East and leader of the party, said: “If we 
are serious about meeting UK and EU targets 
on climate emissions, we must halt airport 
expansion and say no to new airports. We must 
make a major transition away from fossil fuels 
now by investing in energy efficiency meas¬ 
ures and a renewable energy revolution.” 

In Kent, Infratil, the owners of KIA at 
Manston, revealed plans to extend its runway 
and to increase flights significantly earlier this 
month and Kent County Council has already 
voiced its support for expansion. 

In a speech in Parliament after the Climate 
Change Bill was passed, Greg Clark, Tory MP 
for Tunbridge Wells and shadow climate 
change secretary, made the case for investing 
in “secure, stable and efficient energy systems” 
that would put British industries at the fore¬ 
front of world innovation.

Train attack thug awaits jail sentence 


A FOOTBALL hooligan from Kent 
is among six people to be sentenced 
for attacking random passengers on 
a train, writes Steve Knight. 

Crystal Palace supporter Andrew 
Spicer, 38, pleaded guilty to a charge 
of violent disorder earlier this 
month, and will learn his fate on 
December 5. 

The Ashford resident was one of 
16 arrested last November following 
the unprovoked assaults on a num¬ 
ber of Charlton Athletic fans, as well 


as women, children and the elderly. 

One man suffered a broken nose 
during the attacks, while others 
were head-butted, punched and ver¬ 
bally abused. 

The 10 hooligans already sen¬ 
tenced received prison terms of 
between 24-40 months, as well as 
orders banning them from attending 
football matches or travelling by rail 
on match days for the next decade. 

Charlton’s operations director 
Mick Everett said: “This was a total¬ 


ly unprovoked and vicious attack on 
our supporters travelling to the 
game and also members of the gen¬ 
eral public going about their daily 
business. 

“There is no place in football, nor 
indeed in society, for violent individ¬ 
uals such as these. 

“The British Transport Police 
should be applauded for the thor¬ 
ough and professional investigation 
that they have carried out over a 
lengthy period of time.”

Halliwell, 36, who performed in front of 
worldwide sell-out audiences as part of the 
Spice Girls’ farewell tom’ earlier this year, will 
be switching on the shopping centre’s 
Christmas lights, on Thursday. 

She will also be reading extracts from her 
popular series of children’s novels as well as 
signing copies for fans. 

Halliwell told Kent on Sunday she was look¬ 
ing forward to the visit. 

Concerned 

She said: “I’m told Bluewater is the biggest of 
its kind in Europe so it was quite a privilege to 
be asked to switch on the lights. 

“The only other switch-on I’ve done was in 
Oxford Street back in my Spice Girls days, so 
it’s been a while. 

“I’m really excited about it and hopefully 
there will be a bit of a party atmosphere.” 

Halliwell began writing the Ugenia Lavender 
series in 2004, and the sixth and final instal¬ 
ment - The One and Only - was released early 
last month.

Halliwell told KoS she enjoyed reading 
extracts from the series to fans, but that when 
she did she was always slightly concerned they 
might lose interest. 

She explained: “The wonderful thing about

“Reading to children is obviously a very dif-

g The Spice Girls burst into the spotlight with 
3 their debut single Wannabe in 1996, and went 
on to become the most successful girl band of all 
time with more than 55 million records sold 
worldwide. 

Halliwell left the group to pursue a solo 
career in 1998 and its remaining members split 
three years later. 

Redress 

The girls’ reunion tour, which ended in 
Toronto, Canada, in February this year, was a 
huge success and Halliwell said she was 
delighted to have been a part of it. 

She said: “After I left the Spice Girls I 
always wished I could go back and do things 
differently because it didn’t end as cleanly as I 
would have liked. 

“I wanted to redress the balance and now I 
feel I can hold my head high because I know 
there is no animosity between us. 

“I don’t know if we’ll ever get back together 
again. Part of me thinks we should quit while 
we’re ahead. We did well, we had a great time 
and we got away with it, so perhaps we should 
leave it like that now.” 

Halliwell’s appearance at Bluewater marks 
the start of the centre’s Winter Wonderland 
experience, which runs until January 3. 

Attractions include live performances, a 
Christmas market, ice rink and festive food 
being prepared by celebrity chefs Aldo Zilli and 
Anthony Worrall-Thompson.

Ladyman dismisses 
BNP claims as front 
page sparks anger 


CRITICISM of the British National Party’s 
plans for Kent prompted a deluge of abusive 
messages in support of the far-right group, 
writes Steve Knight. 

Kent on Sunday’s sister 
newspaper Yourmedway 
revealed on Wednesday 
how the BNP planned to 
place a candidate in each of 
Medway’s 22 council wards 
ahead of the 2011 elections. 

An online version of the 
story attracted more than 
40 reader comments, the 
majority of which expressed 
anger at the use of words 
such as ‘fascist’ and ‘neo- 
Nazi’ to describe the group’s 
policies. 

Some posts deemed by 
a moderator to be too offen¬ 
sive were not displayed. 

The article was also refer¬ 
enced on a number of pro- 
BNP websites, one of which 
contained a link to a photo¬ 
graph of its author, reporter Simon Robinson. 

Despite the pro-BNP messages, Labour 
Party vice chairman Steve Ladyman told KoS 
he felt the group had “no chance” of gaining 
seats in Medway or anywhere else in Kent. 


The South Thanet MP said: “The people of 
Kent are decent, hard-working people who 
are prepared to face up to issues and deal 
with them properly, rather than blaming 
them on other people. 

“It’s absolute cobblers for 
members of the BNP to say 
they are patriotic. 

“That’s the sort of thing 
the Nazis used to come out 
with and if you’re stupid 
enough to believe that then 
you’re stupid enough to 
believe anything. 

“I’m patriotic, Gordon 
Brown is patriotic and so is 
David Cameron. 

“These people are not, 
and I think their policies 
are fascist and racist.” 

The BNP’s South East 
regional organiser Andrew 
McBride told Yourmedway 
his party was on the rise. 

He said: “We have a huge 
support base in Medway 
and Kent. It’s immense at the moment. 

‘We’ve grown so rapidly that we’re having 
a problem keeping up with membership 
requests and are having to set up new 
branches.”

JUST a few more days until 
America, finally, makes up its 
mind which candidate, John 
McCain or Barack Obama, is to be 
President of the United States. 

On Tuesday, American voters, with a record 
turnout, will decide who will be president 
for the next four years, and perhaps eight. 
American presidents are limited to two 
terms of four years each. 

Barack Obama’s trajectory to where he is 
today, and where he will be on the early 
hours of Wednesday morning when his elec¬ 
toral college numbers hit the magic 270, 
started in Iowa on the night of January 3, 
nine months ago, when the voters in the 
Democratic Party caucus decided that they 
would back him as their choice to be the can¬ 
didate to run for the presidency. 

Fewer voters cast their ballots in Iowa, than 
in the last Kent County Council election by a 
factor of four to one. Yet Iowa voters propelled 
him to become the 44th President of the 
United States, which I expect he will be when 
sworn into office on January 20,2009. 

Crisis 

Since then we’ve seen the Clinton surprise 
comeback in New Hampshire’s primary elec¬ 
tion on January 8, the Republican nomination 
of John McCain sewn up by March 4, Obama’s 
nomination clinched on June 5, two conven¬ 
tions when their chose candidates for vice pres¬ 
ident, Senator Joe Biden for the Democrats 
and the remarkable choice of Alaska Governor 
Sarah Palin for the Republicans. 

Then the ‘real’ election began at the begin¬ 
ning of September. In just two weeks the 
American economy went pear-shaped, and 
the election was transformed. 

Early polls showed the possibility of a close 
race. But with the drop in initially a 
favourable rating for Governor Palin and an 
Obama lead on being the candidate thought 
best at handling the growing economic crisis, 
the election became increasingly likely a 
romp home for Obama. 

And so it is on the eve of polling day. 

In 2004, the key battle ground states were 
Pennsylvania, Ohio and Florida. When either 
candidate won two, he won the election. 
President Bush, running for his second term, 
won Ohio and Florida, and a return ticket to 
the White House. 

In 2008, there are more of the battleground 
states, seven which McCain would have to 
win to beat Obama, yet Obama is ahead in 
all seven.

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Gale attacks BBC 
over Brand fiasco 


THE director general of the BBC should 
be sacked immediately over the Russell 
Brand and Jonathan Ross controversy 
says former television producer Roger 
Gale MP, writes Chris Murphy. 

More than 30,000 people have complained about 
cruel jokes made at the expense of Fawlty Towers 
actor Andrew Sachs on Brand’s Radio Two show, 
which he resigned from earlier this week. 

Brand and Ross made calls during which it was 
claimed Brand had had sex with Mr Sachs’ grand¬ 
daughter Georgina Baillie, 23. North Thanet MP Mr 
Gale, himself a former BBC producer, has now stepped 
into the row and says it is time director general Mark 
Thompson was removed. 

He said: “The buck should stop at the top and he is 
the top man at the BBC. If we are not careful the pro¬ 
ducer of this programme is going to be made a scape¬ 
goat and carry the can for it. 

“The producer of this programme made an error. But 
when I was producing for the BBC, young producers 
were expected to take chances and then somebody 
older and wiser looked at it and said, 'No, you don’t do 
that’. 

“The problem I see with this is that the editor-in- 
chief, who is also the director general, is not taking 
proper responsibility. This programme was not live, 
they recorded it, so there was plenty of time to vet it 
completely. 

“Thompson should go. People in high places need to 
start taking responsibility, be they in government, 
banks or the BBC.” 

Mr Gale said this incident was not the only aspect of 
the BBC that needed reviewing, and that many other 
programmes and management issues needed to be 
called into question. He said: “The corporation spends

huge sums from the proceeds of the licence fee and 
people are entitled to expect genuine public service in 
return. 

“The BBC’s management has squandered a huge 
reservoir of public support and affection and the time 
has come when either the trustees must show their 
mettle or Parliament must, reluctantly, intervene. 

“We cannot allow overpriced vulgarity to continue to 
be a substitute for talent and creativity.” 

Earlier this week the BBC issued a statement from 
Mr Thompson in which he apologised to Mr Sachs, his 
family and licence fee payers for a “completely unac¬ 
ceptable” broadcast. 

He added: “I have been in regular contact with the 
senior executives handling this issue. The investiga¬ 
tion I instructed Tim Davie to conduct is nearing com¬ 
pletion and I am returning to London to review the 
findings and, in the coming days, announce what 
action we will take. 

“This gross lapse of taste by the performers and the 
production team has angered licence payers. 

“I have been asked to report to the trust’s editorial 
standards committee and will discuss with the trust 
the findings of the report and the actions I propose.” 


Alzheimer’s ‘victory’ hailed 


THE Alzheimer’s Society has wel¬ 
comed a “small victory” for people 
with the disease after a landmark 
decision in the House of Lords. 

The Law Lords denied the 
National Institute for Clinical 
Excellence (Nice), the right to 
appeal a High Court decision which 
ordered the drugs watchdog to 
release a copy of the financial 
model it used to restrict 
Alzheimer’s treatment on the NHS. 

In Kent, Bromley and Bexley, 
there are 23,500 people with the 
devastating disease and this figure 
is expected to increase to 32,100 by 
2021, the Alzheimer’s Society said. 

People in the early stages of 
Alzheimer’s are currently denied 


the only drug treatments for the 
disease because Nice ruled that at 
a cost of £2.50 a day they are too 
expensive. 

After the decision on Wednesday, 
Neil Hunt, the charity’s chief exec¬ 
utive, said: “Today is a small victory 
in the battle to see justice for thou¬ 
sands of people with Alzheimer’s. 

“Having access to Nice’s model 
will allow us to try to make sense of 
this unfathomable decision.” 

He said the charity believed the 
watchdog’s decision to deny the 
treatment to people in the early 
stages of the disease was “funda¬ 
mentally flawed”. 

“If Nice has got it wrong, the deci¬ 
sion must be scrapped,” he added.

Jailed troops -‘silly’ 

SOLDIERS who stole explosives and ammuni¬ 
tion to sell to criminals have been condemned 
by their commander. 

Three troops from the Canterbury-based 
Argyll and Sutherland Highlanders (5 Scots) 
and a former member of the battalion were all 
jailed this week for their part in the plot. 

Lt Col David Richmond, 5 Scots’ command¬ 
ing officer, told KoS: “I have no sympathy for 
them. They’ve let themselves down, they’ve let 
us down. They are silly men.” 

Unemployed Andrew Quinn, 26, of 
Northgate Road, Glasgow, was sentenced to six 
and a half years. CSgt Garry Graham, 37, from 
Kilmarnock, Ayrshire, and L/Cpl Martyn 
James Fitzsimmonds, 28, from Glasgow, were 
sentenced for 12 years. Sgt Kieran Campbell, 
27, from the Strathclyde area, was sentenced 
to four years.

THE MOST senior British Army 
officer to be wounded in 
Afghanistan has spoken for the 
first time of his agony after he 
was shot by Taliban fighters - 
sustaining an injury that left one 
leg shorter than the other. 

An AK47 round tore through Lieutenant 
Colonel David Richmond’s leg as he directed 
more than 200 of his troops during fighting 
in Helmand Province. 

This week, the commanding officer of the 
Canterbury-based Argyll and Sutherland 
Highlanders (5 Scots), recounted the 
moment he felt the 7.62mm round hit his leg 
on the afternoon of June 12. 

The 41-year-old said: “We were clearing an 
area not far from the district of Musa Qala. 

“It had been a busy operation and we had 
made contact with the Taliban early that 
morning. 

“All of a sudden we heard a group of 
Taliban fighters open up from behind us - 
they managed to sneak in close and were 
just 100 metres away.” 

The officer felt the impact of a bullet in his 
right leg - but the pain did not start until 
about 10 seconds later, he said. 

“I don’t think I was fully aware of what 
happened at first - it was only as I looked

down and saw the blood that the full extent 
of injury became clear. And then I was in a 
world of pain - it was indescribable.” 

The officer, who has also served in the Gulf 
War, Northern Ireland and Bosnia during a 
22-year Army career, was extremely lucky 
because the round narrowly missed his 
femoral artery and sciatic nerve. 

“If it had hit the femoral artery there’s a 
very good chance I would have bled to 
death,” he said. 

The shock of the commanding officer 
“going down” quickly reverberated through¬ 
out the battalion as medics rushed to his aid. 


3? He was patched up in difficult and dusty 
£ conditions before being airlifted to Camp 
fS Bastion, the main British base in Helmand.

Sergeant Chris Muir, who treated Lt 
Colonel Richmond amid the firefight, said: 
“For me personally it was like someone in 
my own family had been shot. We were all 
devastated.” 

On arrival in the UK less than 48 hours 
later, specialist trauma doctors assessed the 
extent of the dad-of-two’s injuries at Selly 
Oak hospital in Birmingham. It was there 
that he was to begin months of treatment, 
skin grafts and reconstructive surgery. 

The damage to the officer’s femur bone - 
the largest in the body - was such that his 
leg had shrunk by 8-10cm. 

He has had three large metal brackets 
inserted in his thigh to keep his leg from 
shrinking further and has been transferred 
to the Army’s special medical rehabilitation 
centre at Headley Court, near Epsom, in 
Surrey. 

On Tuesday, Lt Col Richmond, who comes 
from Worcester, arrived at Howe Barracks in 
Canterbury in a wheelchair, to welcome back 
90 members of 5 Scots from Afghanistan. 
The battalion went to Helmand in March. 

His wife Alison, daughters Clara, 11, and 
Jenna, 13, as well as the family Labrador, 
Barney, accompanied him. 

Mrs Richmond, 41, said: “The last few 
months have been tremendously difficult. 

“All wives think about that dreaded phone 
call but fortunately David was able to ring 
me very early on and I was reassured he was 
going to be okay. I’m very proud of him.”

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WI learn the 
FOOD lesson of food 

hale waste 


IF households in Britain stopped 
throwing away wasted food it 
would be like taking one in five 
cars off the country’s roads, 
according to campaigners, writes 
Jenna Pudelek. 

A pilot scheme earlier this year in west 
Kent between the Love Food Hate Waste 
campaign and the National Federation of 
Women’s Institutes saw homes cut the food 
they throw away by half - helping the planet 
and making big savings on shopping bills. 

Groups of Love Food Champions were 
set-up in 10 areas across the country by the 
campaign, which was launched almost a 
year ago to tackle the problem of food being 
wasted in UK homes. 

One third of the food bought is thrown 
away, which is 6.7-tonnes each year, and the 
equivalent to filling Wembley Stadium with 
food waste eight times over. 

Caroline Copleston, a member of the WI 
who led the west Kent group, said: “Getting 
people to sit down and talk about their food 
planning was vital in encouraging them to 
reduce food waste. 

“By sharing experiences everyone was more 
aware of how and why they waste food. 

“Some participants found they revived long 
forgotten s kills - many of which had been 
passed down from generation to generation.” 

Producing, storing and getting food home 


management 


uses a lot of energy - if the food stopped 
being wasted it would save the equivalent 
of 18 million-tonnes of carbon dioxide, the 
campaigners said. 

And they claimed that £10 billion of food 
that could have been eaten is thrown away 
because people either cook or prepare too 
much, it goes off or is not finished. 

In February this year, WI members in west 
Kent recruited members and began running 
groups for residents. 

Within four months the groups had 
managed to cut back on the food they were 
throwing away and leaned new skills on food 
management and more sustainable cooking. 

The groups were throwing away an 
average of 4.7kg (around a stone) of food per 
week, which was cut by half after the initia¬ 
tive ended. 

Julia Falcon, from the national campaign, 
said “Although this is just a pilot, we can see 
that groups, like west Kent, who decide to share 
their experiences with each other and tackle 
this problem together, can work extremely well. 

“We’d like others to try something similar 
in their own home town and so we are pro¬ 
ducing a step-by-step guide which should 
help other groups wishing to follow suit.”

on camera to provide sharper images of crim¬ 
inals in action. But now Sevenoaks-based 
Forensic Telecommunications Services (FTS) 
has signed a contract with Salient to market 
its VideoFocus Pro technology this side of the 
Atlantic. 

Marketing manager Hans Taylor said the 
software would allow officers to spend less 
time staring at grainy images and more time 
catching criminals. 

He said: “Until now they would simply 
pause the CCTV footage and print out what 
was on the screen, but often the quality is not 
good enough for them to use as reliable evi¬ 
dence. 

‘VideoFocus Pro cleans the picture up and 
gets rid of things like lines and noise. A large 
volume of CCTV footage exists, so this soft¬ 
ware speeds up the workload considerably.” 

During the 1990s, Europe - and the UK in 
particular - saw tremendous growth in the 
use of surveillance cameras by both public 
and private organisations. 

However, video recorded during a criminal 
act is often damaged, noisy, poorly exposed, 
low resolution or shaky. 

Even worse for police is that sometimes the 
footage comes in a digital file format not eas¬ 



ily extracted. 

As one would expect from a firm with close 
ties to the police and other security services, 
FTS is unable to go into detail about the full 
extent of the service it provides. 

However, its team of experts are not limit¬ 
ed to working with CCTV footage as the rise 
of mobile telephone cameras has presented 
officers with new forms of evidence. 

Salient Stills president Laura Teodosio 
said the VideoFocus Pro software would be of 
great benefit to UK police. 

She said: ‘Video forensics and image 
enhancement are often viewed as complex, 
technically difficult processes requiring 
expensive hardware and specially-trained 
personnel, none of which suits the fast-paced 
law enforcement and security officers who 
strive to work through investigations quickly 
and accurately. 

“By adding video forensics and image 
enhancement to its arsenal of forensic evi¬ 
dence technology, FTS is helping UK law 
enforcement agencies effectively process 
video evidence and leads.”

Hamilton’s long 
road to FI glory

FIRST LAPS: Buckmore Park karting circuit 


A FORMULA One career that roared into 
life at Kent’s Buckmore Park karting 
track could clinch its first world champi¬ 
onship this weekend. 

Lewis Hamilton needs to finish just fifth to land the 
title, and therefore beat second-placed Felipe Massa on 
the Ferrari driver’s home turf of Interlagos, Brazil. 

Last year Hamilton, who as an eight-year-old was 
spotted by McLaren team 
boss Ron Dennis at 
Buckmore Park, near 
Chatham, was beaten to the 
championship by a single 
point. 

However, track boss Bill 
Sisley remembers the 
young star well and has 
absolute confidence he will 
make it second time lucky. 

He said: “Lewis has been 
in this situation since he 
was 10. The end of each 
TOM SISLEY: ‘Lewis championship year in kart- 
was quick and smooth’ racing is similar to Formula 
One in that a driver normal¬ 
ly has to finish in the top six or so to clinch the title. 

“Lewis is quite used to doing this and it has been the 
same his whole career, so I don’t think the pressure will 
get to him. If anything the pressure is on his rivals. 
Lewis is more mature this year and I don’t think he will 
be making any rash moves. 

However, Lewis is a racer and it 
is difficult for a driver not to 
drive at 100 per cent.” 

Bill’s son Tom, who was a mul¬ 
tiple British karting and 
Formula Ford and Renault 
champion, raced against 
Hamilton in 2003. 

He said: “Lewis was one of the 
fastest drivers I have ever com¬ 
peted against. Not only was he 
quick but he was also very 
smooth, as well as driving with 
controlled aggression, determi¬ 
nation and the will to win. 

“He won many championships 
in karting in his earlier years and I am not surprised he 
made it all the way to Formula One. He can become a 
great ambassador for British motorsport.” 

Massa has taken pole position at Interlagos for the 
last two years, winning in 2006 and finishing second 
last year to allow team-mate Kimi Raikkonen to take 
the championship from Hamilton by a single point.

Despite the pressure-cooker atmosphere, there are 
many who believe Hamilton can handle it. Good friend 
John Surtees - the only man to win the championship 
on two and four wheels - is one of them. 

He said: “He needs to drive a 
fully positive race and not go out 
there thinking he only needs to 
finish fifth. Once you are back in 
the pack anything can happen, 
and he could get caught up with 
someone else’s problem. 

“His engine is the same one he 
won in China with, so reliability 
will be a concern there, but 
Lewis is a determined driver 
and I am sure he will keep it 
alive until the end of the race. 

“A racing driver can’t drive 
slowly and keep focused. They 
need to race, but they need to 
race with their brain too, and 
Lewis cannot afford to make any mistakes. Massa is 
very, very strong at this track. “Lewis is in a great posi¬ 
tion and although it can all still go wrong, I am sure he 
will keep his head.”

Ships collide in Channel 


AN investigation has been opened 
after two ships collided in the 
English Channel. 

Dover Coastguard said no-one 
was injured when an Egyptian 
bulk carrier, the Wadi Haifa, and 
a British cargo vessel, the Scot 
Isles, were involved in the minor 
collision at 4am on Wednesday. 


A tug was sent to the incident, 
about 20 miles east of Ramsgate. 

The Egyptian ship was able to 
continue its voyage and the Scot 
Isles was taken to Dunkerque for 
checks. ‘We will be looking at 
what happened and have it all 
recorded on radar,” a coastguard 
spokesman said.

Christine’s 
rail advice 
is heeded

A DISABLED woman who com¬ 
plained about Southeastern’s 
wheelchair service has been invit¬ 
ed by the rail operator to give 
advice at a staff training day. 

Christine Russell, 76, from Tunbridge 
Wells, has artificial knees and a heart condi¬ 
tion, and needs to visit a specialist at St 
Thomas’ Hospital, London, once every three 
months. 

She said that on each of four occasions over 
the past year, she was let down when no 
wheelchair was provided for her at Waterloo 
East station, as promised by Southeastern. 

After complaints to the firm did not 
improve the situation, Mrs Russell turned to 
Tunbridge Wells MP Greg Clark - and on 
Tuesday she had a wheelchair waiting for 
the first time. 

Mrs Russell said: “The first time I was let 
down I had to walk up quite a steep slope 
from the platform, and to their credit a mem¬ 
ber of staff went to get me a wheelchair. But 
if he hadn’t, they would have had to get an 
ambulance for me instead. 

“I have heard through friends that this

lack of communication has affected other 
disabled people too, but they obviously 
haven’t done anything about it. 

“Hopefully by digging my heels in I have 
helped change things. My seething has sub¬ 
sided quite a lot since things went to plan on 
Tuesday.” 

Mr Clark arranged a meeting between 
Mrs Russell and Southeastern last week and 
the firm outlined the actions it had taken to 
improve its service for disabled people. 

These included relocating its customer 
contact centre from Plymouth to Tonbridge, 
better training for staff at Waterloo East and 
new wheelchairs. 

As well as inviting Mrs Russell to a staff 
training day, the firm also promised to 
improve communications between the cus¬ 
tomer contact centre and the station. 

Mr Clark said: “The repeated pattern of 
events experienced by Mrs Russell seemed 
to indicate there was a serious problem with 
the level of service offered to disabled pas¬ 
sengers. I arranged a meeting between Mrs 


Russell and Southeastern representatives so 
they could hear at first hand how frustrating 
her experience was. 

“I’m delighted Southeastern has carried 
out a review that should result in significant 
improvements. If Mrs Russell hadn’t com¬ 
plained, Southeastern would be none the 
wiser. 

“It’s important that people give feedback 
on services, particularly if they’ve had a bad 
experience, otherwise everyone assumes 
customers are happy.” 

A Southeastern spokesman confirmed the 
company had reviewed and revised its proce¬ 
dures to ensure the service works better for 
disabled people in future. 

He added: ‘We’re sorry Mrs Russell has 
not had a good experience in the past and 
hope she has a much better time from now 
on. Southeastern provides assisted travel 
arrangements for many disabled passengers 
every day, and the vast majority of times this 
runs smoothly. 

“But we’re always working to improve.”

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Le gal tussle 
after family ’s 
holiday hell 


A FAMILY from Kent is taking 
legal action against a tour opera¬ 
tor after they fell ill during a 
three-week holiday in Turkey 
writes Jenna Pudelek. 

The Wallis family is among more than 20 
Britons whose holidays were blighted by a 
sickness and diarrhoea bug at the Club Sun 
City Hotel in Olu Deniz, their solicitor said. 

Kirk, 45, his wife, Louise, 47, and their son 
Ben, 18, who live in Dover, became ill just a 
few days into the trip they had been saving 
for all year. 

They believe the diarrhoea, abdominal 
pains and sickness they suffered were caused 
by food that was left uncovered for long peri¬ 
ods, some of which was not thoroughly 
cooked, they alleged. 

Mr Wallis said: “I have never been so disap¬ 
pointed with a holiday. The staff at the hotel 
were very unhelpful and the accommodation 
and food were awful. 

“We worked hard to save for our holiday 
and it is disappointing that we didn’t get to 
enjoy it.” 

Despite paying for two rooms, the family 
was put in one room, which was dirty and 


smelled of sewage, Mr Wallis claimed. 

Liz Tetzner, from the travel-law team at 
Irwin Mitchell Solicitors, which is represent¬ 
ing the family, said: ‘We are investigating 
whether basic health and hygiene measures 
had been implemented at this hotel. 

“Holidaymakers should not be exposed to 
such risks and it is essential that tour opera¬ 
tors ensure the hotels they use are safe. 

“Our clients feel they have no option but to 
seek compensation as a result of the poor 
standards and ill health that they suffered 
on their holiday. Several of our clients are 
still suffering the effects of their illness today. 

“Over the summer we had inquiries from 
more than 20 British holidaymakers com¬ 
plaining about illness during stays at this 
hotel and anticipate there may be many oth¬ 
ers who suffered similar problems and who 
will seek compensation.” 

A spokeswoman for tour operator First 
Choice said: “We are investigating the allega¬ 
tions further. As it is now a legal matter, the 
investigation will be carried out by our legal 
team so we aren’t able to comment further.”

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Building deal 
seals future 
of education

THE Building Schools for the 
Future scheme is set to take off in 
Kent after the signing of a £600 
million contract. 

Ten of the county’s secondary schools will 
benefit from the first phase of the 
Government programme, with a further 25 
including special schools and pupil referral 
units also set to be developed at a later date. 

Computer equipment worth a total of £29 
million will also be provided by Northgate 
Education - one of the signatories of the con¬ 
tract. 

The others were Kent County Council, 
Building Schools for the Future Investments 
and Land Security Trillium. 

KCC’s cabinet member for education, Cllr 
Mark Dance, said children attending the 
schools would feel the benefit for years to 
come. He said: “The signing of this contract 
marks a historic day for education in Kent. 

“The Building Schools for the Future pro¬ 
gramme will see radical transformation of 
school buildings in the county. 

“State-of-the-art technology, unrivalled 
community facilities and fantastic learning 


and teaching environments will have a huge 
impact on generations to come. This is an 
enormously exciting time.” 

The Building Schools for the Future (BSF) 
programme, which aims to rebuild or renew 
almost every secondary school in England, is 
the biggest ever school buildings investment 
scheme. 

Kent’s portion of the programme, which is 
being overseen by the Government agency 
Partnerships for Schools, is worth a total of 


£1.8 billion. Chief executive Tim Byles said: 
“As the largest BSF scheme to reach finan¬ 
cial closure to date, this marks an important 
milestone not just for Kent but for the 
national programme. 

“At its heart, BSF is about transforming 
education and improving the life chances for 
all young people, and I look forward to chart¬ 
ing the process of this first phase of Kent’s 
ambitious scheme.” 

The contract signing will provide a much- 


needed boost to the county’s construction 
industry and as part of the deal 400 appren¬ 
ticeships will be offered to young people. 

Graham Badman, KCC’s managing direc¬ 
tor for children, families and education, feels 
the building scheme will benefit pupils, 
teachers and parents like never before. 

He said: “This process will give Kent and 
other authorities a once-in-a-lifetime oppor¬ 
tunity to not only transform the schools 
through rebuilding, but to create the circum¬ 
stances that will determine a 21st century 
curriculum where the needs and abilities of 
the learner are central. 

“True personalisation is now a reality.”

other resources to 
deliver a full paper copy to every member, 
every day, unless they have specifically 
asked not to receive it. 

“At a time when money is tight, I feel the 
House should be doing all it can to cut back, 
both on costs to the taxpayer and unneces¬ 
sary damage to the environment.”

Botany Bay beach in Thanet featuring three 
actors from Kent, which has been recog¬ 
nised at the Prix Europa awards this week. 

Doug Walshe, the producer of the 
three-minute feature, Washed Up, said 
film-makers entering the competition had 
to advertise the European Union (EU) 
and show that it is about sharing diverse 
cultures and working together. 

The film missed out on the main prize 
of 6,000 euros (£4,746) in Europe’s largest 
competition and festival for television, radio 
and emerging media, but came fifth out of 
19 in the audience vote.

Walshe, who graduated from the 
University College for the Arts in Farnham 
last year, said: “The group wakes up in 
ripped ball gowns and suits. 

“They start to communicate, but they all 
speak different languages so start to argue.

The box is broken, which causes more 
arguments among the group, but they soon 
realise they are each key to fixing it. 

Once mended it plays out the European 
anthem Ode to Joy as the viewer looks 
down from a birds’ eye view of the 12 stand¬ 
ing in the shape of the stars on the EU flag.

Shorter days don’t mean that you have to put your cycle away until 
next year, but it’s vital that you’re clearly visible for your own safety 
and that of other road users. 


There are plenty of options to make yourself visible and it’s important 
to choose the right equipment for your needs. A good front and rear 
light is essential and there is a huge range to choose from, costing 
between £io and £500. 

For commuting on the road you do not need the most powerful lights, 
but they need to be good enough for you to see the road clearly and 
to let other road users know you are there. If you choose rechargeable 
lights, it’s a good idea to take along a back-up light in case you lose 
power - especially on longer rides. 

Remember to think about being seen from the side too. Lights won’t 
always give you good side visibility, so using wheel reflectors, stickers 
and tags can help. High visibility clothing is advisable at all times 
of the day but remember that it can be obscured by dark backpacks, 
so it’s worth thinking about high-visibility backpack covers.

Putting up barriers to keep you safe

THE UK version of a globally suc¬ 
cessful children’s television show 
will star two Kent talents when it 
is launched next month. 

Luke Roberts, 23, from Bexley, and Cat 
Sanction, 24, from Welling, hope Hi-5 will grow 
as popular as the Australian original, which 
has made millionaires out of its cast. 

The duo have already filmed 40 
episodes of the all-singing, all-danc¬ 
ing show in preparation for its debut 
on the Sky Digital channel 
Cartoonito, on Monday. 

Early next year Hi-5 will reach a 
much larger audience when it is trans¬ 
ferred to ITVl’s popular breakfast pro¬ 
gramme GMTV. 

Cat, who studied dance at the same school 
where Amy Winehouse and Leona Lewis 
trained, performed at the 2003 Brit Awards as 
a backing dancer for both Tom Jones and the 
boy band Blue.

TORY leader David Cameron swept 
into Kent on a whistle-stop company 
tour to announce a raft of measures he 
said the Government should carry out 
to help small businesses during the 
economic downturn. 

After a half-hour tour of a specialist recycling 
plant in Sittingboume on Tuesday, he told KOS 
Media he wants to get rid of red tape which ham¬ 
pers work for small firms - and this would be a 
main plank in his next general election manifesto. 

Standing amid the hustle and bustle of 
SWEEEP - the region’s only electrical and elec¬ 
tronic equipment recycler - he said: “It’s a fantas¬ 
tic small business which is employing local people 
and putting money into the economy and doing a 
very good job of recycling. It’s exactly the kind of 
small business the Government should be getting 
behind and we are announcing today a series of 
steps which can be done to open up government 
contracts. 

“Government is a big customer of business, but it tends to be a cus¬ 
tomer of big business and only 16 per cent of its contracts go to small 
businesses. So we are saying the Government should stop insisting 
that small businesses have to have three 
years of audited accounts before they apply 
for a government contract. 

“Also, have a simple pre-registration form, 
and once the firm has pre-registered as a 
small business it can apply for any govern¬ 
ment contract. There should be an ambition 
in government that 25 per cent of contracts 
go to small businesses. Those things would 
all make a difference.” 

Asked about Government moves to try to 
bring forward public sector development 
contracts, he said: “They’re talking about 
bringing forward some public sector works 
projects. It’s a good idea if you can, but its 


terribly difficult. We have a planning system in this 
country and there are lots of hoops to jump 
through. 

“I think instead of spending their time wondering 
about how to fiddle around with public spending, 
they would be better off working out how to put 
money into the pockets of people and small busi-

“I’ve set out here today a series of steps to put 
money into small businesses. We have also said 
that they should be allowed to pay their VAT bills 
six months late to help their cash flow, and also 
explained that we should be freezing the council 
tax for two years to put money into people’s pock¬ 
ets. 

“At a time of recession, people and small busi¬ 
nesses want to know how we are going to help their 
cash flow, rather than talk about fiddling around 
with government spending which might not actu¬ 
ally yield any results.” 

Asked if getting rid of red tape for small busi¬ 
nesses would form a major part of his manifesto for 
the next general election, he said: “Absolutely, 
absolutely. 

“We must not let the cause for better regulation 
of financial services - which is absolutely neces¬ 
sary - become a clarion call for more regulation in 
the rest of the economy. 

“Today we are announcing one small example of how we can get 
rid of red tape. Stop making small businesses have three years of 
audited accounts before they can apply for government contracts. 
That disadvantages them, and it’s a bit of red tape that needs to go.” 

SWEEEP was set up on the Gas Road site 18 months ago by 
Patrick and Pam Watts, after they semi-retired from two firms near¬ 
by. They owned the site, but rented it out, and when the tenant 
moved they took over. They employ about 80 people. 

Local Tory prospective parliamentary candidate Gordon 
Henderson said: “David came here to look at the impact of the eco¬ 
nomic downturn on local businesses and he was very interested to 
come to SWEEEP because of his interest in recycling. 

“I came here at its opening and promised to get David along and 
I’m very proud of it because they do a really good job.”

A TOWN councillor says she 
is baffled and hurt by a poison 
pen letter campaign that 
questions her fitness for office. 

And Emily Sanger, Deputy 
Mayor of Folkestone, admits 
she “sits at home and cries” 
because of what she described 
as “my really terrible year”. 

The former Liberal 
Democrat Shepway councillor 
crossed the floor earlier this 
year to join the Conservatives. 

But as she failed to pay her 
membership subscription she 
is no longer registered with 
them. 


Instead, Cllr Sanger is now 
counted as an Independent - 
but says she fears she cannot 
stand for re-election as she 
can’t afford to campaign. 

The letters - one of which 
has been sent to KOS Media - 
say Cllr Sanger owes more 
than a year’s council tax, 
which she denies. 

It states “She was meant to 
be unblemished sqeakey (sic) 
clean when she came over to us” 
and then asks, “How can this 
person be allowed to continue 
to represent the district?”. 

The letter is signed “From a 


Shepway resident” and print¬ 
ed in capitals. 

Cllr Sanger, 34, said: “I have 
no idea who is behind this. 
But I do wish he or she would 
have the guts to put their 
name to it. I have had a real¬ 
ly, really terrible year and 
sometimes I sit at home and 
cry because of all I have been 
through. This campaign has 
just added to it.” 

Cllr Sanger is involved in 
court proceedings over her 
private life, has had problems 
paying road tax and is appeal¬ 
ing against parking fines.

AN UNUSUAL memorial to a war 
hero is set to be restored to its for¬ 
mer glory after more than a decade. 

The John Brunt VC pub in Paddock Wood 
was named after a young soldier from the 
town who died shortly after winning the 
Victoria Cross - highest military honour - for 
his gallantry during World War Two. 

Richard Snow, who lives in the nearby 
village of Pembury, has been running a cam¬ 
paign to replace the original inn sign which 
went missing in 1997 after the pub’s name 
was briefly changed. 

His interest in Captain Brunt was sparked 
after he wrote a booklet in 2006, All for Valour, 
about his early life, his actions during the war 
and the naming of the pub after him in Kent. 

“In 1947, the Kent Arms in Church Road 
was renamed the John Brunt VC and was 
unveiled by his father Tom. 

“In 1997, the pub changed its name to The 
Hopping Hooden Horse and the original sign 
went missing. 

“There was a lot of controversy. People were 
very unhappy about it changing and taking 
away from the memory of John. 

“Seven years ago it reverted back to the John 
Brunt VC, but it has never replaced the 
swinging pub sign. “The pub is one of only a 
couple of pubs named after VC holders,” Mr 
Snow said. 

Booklet 

After launching the campaign last year Mr 
Snow has had donations flood in from Capt 
Blunt’s former regiments the Royal 
Lincolnshire and Royal Anglian Regimental 
Association, the Royal Anglian Regiment as 
well as Kent County Council and Paddock 
Wood Town Council. 

Designed sixth form art student Alex 
Atkinson from nearby Mascalls School, the 
new sign features Capt Brunt, a VC medal and 
some tanks in the background. 

Capt Brunt, who died in 1944 at 22-years-old

after he was hit by a stray mortar bomb, had a 
reputation for daring since his childhood, 
Mr Snow found after speaking to around 20 
villagers who contributed their memories to 
his booklet. 

‘He set out to win a VC, but never knew he won 
it because he was killed the next day,” he said. 

While still a lieutenant, Brunt led a patrol 
into an assault on an enemy post near the 
River Peccia in Italy. 

After half an hour of intense fighting the 
patrol withdrew, one solider had been killed 
and six injured. 

But Lieutenant Brunt went back to retrieve 
a wounded soldier and was awarded a Military 
Cross. 

When back in Italy in 1944 he received the 
VC posthumously after a day of intensive 
fighting which saw him continue to hold 
off enemy infantry despite being outnumbered

MPs join row over 
cuts in TV service 

PROPOSED cuts to Meridian’s news serv¬ 
ice in Kent have angered local Labour MPs. 

The broadcaster wants to replace its 
current nightly programme with one that 
features stories from as far away as Dorset, 
and its proposals have been supported by 
the television regulator Ofcom. 

A group of Kent MPs have written to both 
groups to voice their concerns about the plans. 

Paul Clark (Gillingham and Rainham) 
said: “A resident in Dover is not interested in 
local news from Dorset. These proposals 
seem to totally go against all common sense.” 

Sittingboume and Sheppey MP Derek 
Wyatt added: “Meridian and its predeces¬ 
sors, TVS and Southern, have always been 
committed to Kent. 

“As MPs we cannot stand by and let these 
proposals go unchallenged.” 

Medway MP Bob Marshall-Andrews and 
Chatham and Aylesford MP Jonathan 
Shaw have also voiced their disapproval. 


by at least three to one. 

He managed to carry out injured men and 
later in the day he led a Sherman tank, which 
he was sitting astride despite the hail of small 
arms fire, into the enemy and finally caused 
them to withdraw. 

Unveiling 

“The magnificent action fought by this offi¬ 
cer, his coolness, bravery, devotion to duty and 
complete disregard for his own personal safety 
under the most intense and concentrated fire 
was beyond praise,” the London Gazette wrote 
after he was awarded the honour in 1945. 

The unveiling of the new pub sign to mark his 
heroics will take place after the town parade on 
Remembrance Sunday at around 11.30am.

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Drivers come up 
short on answers 

ALTHOUGH nearly half of all drivers in Kent 
claim to own a copy of the Highway Code, when 
tested 43 per cent were unable to correctly 
answer half of the questions asked. 

The figures come from a study commissioned 
by fuel company Total UK with the Local 
Authority Road Safety Officers’ Association. 

The survey also found that 99 per cent of driv¬ 
ers in Kent believe they are a safe driver; more 
than one in four (28 per cent) drivers think the 
required distance for being able to read a num¬ 
ber plate in good daylight is 10 metres. The 
actual answer is 20m. And three per cent of the 
county’s drivers said smoking as the biggest 
distraction when on the road. 

The survey is part of the Lessons from Total 
Little Learners campaign that seeks to high¬ 
light the responsibilities motorists have in 
keeping young children safe on the roads.

FLOODS which devastated 
Hever Castle twice in a decade 
will be remembered during an 
anniversary exhibition this 
month, writes Steve Knight 

Heavy rains that fell in October 1968, 
took two years to drain from the historic 
former home of Anne Boleyn, and a further 
two passed before repairs to the manor 
were complete. 

The exhibition, which begins this week¬ 
end and runs until November 23, will also 
feature pictures and information on an ear¬ 
lier flood that hit the castle in 1958. 

Head steward Jane Apps said: “They were 
both very bad floods that devastated the 
castle and no doubt caused a lot of trauma 
for the Astor family who lived there at the 
time. 

“The whole area was prone to flooding 
and when William Waldorf Astor bought 
the home in 1903, he was determined to 
safeguard it. He took measures to defend 
the house by building the lake. He also 
shifted the course of the River Eden. 

“But when a very big storm hit in 1958, 
the measures were insufficient to stop the 
floodwater getting in. The storm in 1968 
was even worse. A month’s rain fell in 12 
hours and the ground floor was under more 
than four feet of water. 

“According to the newspapers at the time, 
a lot of the antiques were saved but the 
Astors had to throw many of their posses¬ 
sions away. Their staff had to be rescued by 
boat.” 

Today Hever Castle, near Edenbridge, is 
home to many treasures, including a collec-

tion of portraits of King Henry VHI’s six 
wives, as well as his armorial tapestry and 
prayer books inscribed by Anne Boleyn. 

Its collection of Tudor artefacts is second 
only to that of the National Portrait 
Gallery. 

Miss Apps said: “Today we have better 
flood defences along the river, but at one 
point in 2000 we were placed on amber 
alert after the Environment Agency told us 
we were at risk. 

“Our flood plan involves moving all the 
furniture upstairs and on that occasion it 
took us two days, so it was clearly quite a 
big operation. Fortunately, the house didn’t 
flood. 

“Hopefully it will never happen again, but 
it’s always on our minds when we have 
heavy rain.” 

Hever Castle was built as a country 
house in the 13th century, but in 1462 was 
converted into a manor by Lord Mayor of 
London, Geoffrey Boleyn - Anne’s great 
grandfather. 

The Boleyn family moved in shortly after 
1505 but it eventually found its way into 
the hands of Henry VHI. 

He then bestowed it upon his fourth wife, 
Anne of Cleves, on the annulment of their 
marriage in 1540, but she spent little time 
there. 

It then passed on to various owners and 
fell into a state of disrepair until Astor 
bought the castle and restored it. 

The floods exhibition is open from 
Thursday to Sunday, between noon and 
3pm, until November 23.

Our MPs unite against 
‘bombsite Britain’ tax

THE fight to scrap a controversial 
tax on empty business properties 
has won cross-party support from 
MPs in Kent. 

Concerns that cash-strapped firms would 
rather demolish vacant buildings than pay 
the levy have earned it the nickname “the 
bombsite Britain tax” from the British 
Property Federation. 

The federation is calling on Prime Minister 
Gordon Brown to scrap the charge and this 
week its campaign won support from leading 
brands including Tesco, McDonald’s and 
Nokia. 

Mr Brown’s fellow Labour politicians in 
Kent are also asking him to amend the tax, 
which replaced a cheaper policy in April. 

Thanet South MP Dr Steve Ladyman said: 
“This policy, which was devised in different 
times and for different circumstances, is hav¬ 
ing a perverse effect in our area. 

“Developers are talking about demolition, 
and the possibility of a speculative build is 
absolutely zero at present.” 

Prior to the changes in April, offices and 
shops were exempt from taxes on empty 
properties for three months and then only 
had to pay 50 per cent. Industrial properties 
had complete exemption. Today offices and 


shops have to pay 50 
per cent for the first 
three months and then 
the full amount, while 
industrial properties 
are charged 50 per 
cent for the first six 
months and then the 
full amount. 

Other Labour MPs 
who have shown sup¬ 
port for the tax being 
scrapped by signing an 
early day motion 
Dr Steve Ladyman include Gwyn Prosser 
(Dover and Deal), 
Jonathan Shaw (Chatham and Aylesford) 
and Bob Marshall-Andrews (Medway). 

For the Tories, Ann Widdecombe 
(Maidstone and The Weald) has added her 
signature, while Roger Gale (North Thanet) 
is also calling for the charge to be amended. 

He said: “Premises are being pulled down 
so the owners of empty properties do not 
have to pay business rates. 

“If we continue down this road, when we 
come out of recession we will not have the 
premises we need. That must be changed 
and ministers have the power to act under 
existing legislation at the stroke of a pen. 

“This legislation was dreamed up for cir¬ 
cumstances that existed three years ago. We 
must change it today because tomorrow will 
be too late.” 

In response to the BPF campaign, the 



Treasury has said it is keeping the matter 
“under review”. 

BPF chief executive Liz Pearce said: “Taxing 
hardship and business failure is a ludicrous 
way to help people through the hard times. Mr 
Brown must act now to undo this mess.”

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Free pool sessions 
will boost health 
and tackle obesity 


FREE swimming is being 
offered across east Kent in a bid 
to tackle the obesity crisis. 

NHS Eastern and Coastal 
Kent Primary Care Trust has 
announced that £480,000 will be 
provided over the next two years 
to support local councils to offer 
the exercise. 

The trust’s pledge followed the 
Government’s plans to work 
with authorities to offer free 
swimming to people over 60 and 
under 16. 

Councils in Thanet, Ashford, 
Dover, Canterbury, Shepway 
and Swale will be given £40,000 
a year from next April to encour¬ 


age people to take up swimming 
to encourage healthier lifestyles. 

The trust spent £200 million 
treating obese and overweight 
patients last year. 

A spokesman said: “As we are 
all aware, obesity is set to reach 
epidemic proportions. 

“Activity to address this, 
whether through healthy diet or 
increasing physical activity lev¬ 
els, is needed.” 

He said although the majority 
of the activity was provided by 
local government, the trust was 
working in partnership with 
councils to reduce health 
inequalities across east Kent. 
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Pupils set pace against congestion 


THOUSANDS of pupils in Kent 
are no longer being driven to school 
due to projects designed to reduce 
congestion. 

Kent County Council said 65.9 per cent of 
pupils now walk, cycle or get the bus during 
the morning and afternoon school-run. 

The authority said 3,000 fewer youngsters 
than during the 2006-07 academic year now 
regularly travel to school by car. 

KCC leader Cllr Paul Carter said: 
“Nationally, walking and cycling to school has 
declined in the last 20 years, so it is great news 
that Kent is bucking that trend. 

“KCC has worked with parents, pupils, 
teachers and transport companies to offer real 
alternatives and incentives for people to 
change their travel habits.

“Not only is it healthier, it cuts down on con¬ 
gestion to keep Kent moving.” 

He said KCC’s success was down to extra 
incentives it offered with the Government’s 
required school plans, including the Kent 
Freedom Pass which offers those aged 
between 11 and 16 cheaper bus travel. 

The Kent and Medway Walking Bus 
Partnership and the national Walk on 
Wednesday (Wow) initiative have also encour¬ 
aged more families to walk to school. 

Along with the sustainable transport char¬ 
ity, Sustrans, the authority has appointed a 
‘Bike It’ officer who works with schools in the 
Ashford area to increase the number of pupils 


cycling to school. Joydens Wood Junior School 
in Dartford introduced a travel plan in 2005 
and was among one of the first schools in the 
county to have one, KCC said. 

The school said it was eager to reduce the 
number of pupils travelling in by car because 
it causes congestion, which impacted on the 
community. 

Headteacher Kate Reynolds said: ‘We want¬ 
ed to educate the children and make them 
more aware of their own community, so that 
they in turn would encourage and educate 
their parents and also broaden the message to 
others. 

We knew it wouldn’t be an instant change, 
but we kept up the momentum and now we’re 
seeing a real behaviour change.” 

Two walking bus routes have been set up 
that run twice a week and the school is plans 


to introduce a third. KCC has introduced a 
rating system to travel plans and when 
schools reach platinum status extra funding is 
awarded to them. 

At Joydens Wood, the extra funding was 
spent building a waiting area so parents walk¬ 
ing and cycling with their children to school 
would have a shelter in bad weather. 

Thanks to the Wow initiative, Birchington 
Primary School in Thanet has seen 70 per cent 
of children walking to school on Wednesdays 
since 2005. Headteacher Kath Barham said 
its success was down to the efforts of pupils 
and parents, who had displayed an awareness 
of the health and environmental benefits of 
walking to school.

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Beer tax hikes will lead 
to ‘cultural vandalism’ 
of our pubs says brewer

RURAL pubs across Kent are 
struggling to survive with the 
looming recession and the threat 
of further hikes in beer tax. 

Jonathan Neame, the chief executive of 
Kent brewery Shepherd Neame, and Hugh 
Robertson, the Conservative MP for 
Faversham and Mid Kent, have both urged 
the Government to abandon its plans to 
increase beer duty. 

Their calls come as the British Beer and 
Pub Association (BBPA) found that 36 pubs 
are closing every week, which is up from 
only two a week in 2005, in a report pub¬ 
lished in September. 

Mr Neame said: “High tax does not impact 
on binge drinking - it penalises good busi¬ 
nesses and distorts the place of purchase. 
Good pubs suffer and it distorts the social 
fabric of communities. 

“What I fear is that in 10 years from now 
we may see a huge proportion of pubs closed 
and there will be a massively negative 
impact on our social culture.” 

He added: “People need a place to meet, 
obviously we want them to be well run, but 
pubs are a great source of rural employment 
and use local produce. 

“If that does happen we may look back on 
this moment and say this government was 
guilty of cultural vandalism.” 

Sean Holland, landlord of the Lads of the 
Village in Stone, near Greenhithe, said the 
duty rises, which have increased the price of 
beer, have impacted on the industry more 
than the smoking ban. 

A member of the Dartford branch of the 
Licensed Victuallers Association (LVA), he 
said all pubs were between 10 and 20 per 
cent down on profits since last year. 

“It’s not going to be big pubs in town cen¬ 
tres; it will be little pubs - like we are - that 
mean something to the community that we 
should be keeping and they are the ones to go. 

“At the moment we are doing reasonably 
well, but this pub will not be here in 10 years 
time it will be a block of flats and that is the 
sad thing about it,” he said. 

The BBPA published figures showing that 
beer sales in pubs have fallen 8.1 per cent 
compared to the same quarter last year. 


Cask ales the pull for new festival 


BREWER Shepherd Neame 
is holding its first beer festi¬ 
val to celebrate the growing 
popularity of cask ale. 

The brewery, which is 
based in Faversham and is 
the oldest in the country, 
said pub-goers would be 
able to try three guest ales 
from the West Country 
alongside favourites such as 
Spitfire, Bishops Finger, 
Master Brew, Kent’s Best 
and Late Red. 

Running from November 
10-16 the festival will be 
held in 130 Shepherd 
Neame pubs and around 30 
other selected outlets 


across London and the 
South East. 

George Barnes, the 
company’s tenanted trade 
director, said: “This is the 
first time we have run a beer 
festival of this type, a cele¬ 
bration of fine cask ale. 

“We hope that new and 
existing customers will 
enjoy sampling beers from 
the South West as well as 
our own range which now 
includes our new cask ale 
Canterbury Jack. There will 
also be a special ale avail¬ 
able from our own micro¬ 
brewery.” 

Guest ales on offer include 


Black Prince from the St 
Austell Brewery in Cornwall, 
described as “dark and 
intriguing”, and Butcombe 
Gold, made by the 
Butcombe Brewery, near 
Bristol, which is said to have 
a “melt in the mouth flavour 
and the bittersweet finish of 
Fuggles hops. 

A demonstration had been 
planned by the union Unite 
outside the brewery on 
Friday, to protest over pay. 

But the action was can¬ 
celled after Shepherd 
Neame spoke to its employ¬ 
ees who were a member of 
the union, the brewery said.

Alistair Darling, the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, increased beer duty by 9.1 per 
cent in this year’s Budget. 

He also revealed the Government’s beer tax 
escalator - a plan to raise the duty two per 
cent above inflation for the next four years. 

Mr Robertson said: “If the Government 
proceeds with the planned increases in 
beer duty and a raft of new regulations the 
consequences will be twofold. 

“Firstly, rural pubs will close, stripping 
the heart out of many communities, and 
secondly, towns like Faversham, which are 
the home to breweries, will see their local 
workforce hit. Given the current economic 
situation, the Government should aban¬ 
don these changes now.” 

Higher VAT 

Geoff Rogers, the secretary of the 
Dartford branch of LVA, said: “Membership 
of the association is dropping because peo¬ 
ple are going out of trade.” 

The retired landlord, who was in the 
industry for more than 30 years, said the 
current conditions were the worst he had 
seen in many years. 

Mr Neame added: “Raising taxes usually 
means government gets more money, but 
the fact is they are not receiving more 
money. They are receiving less because 


they are receiving less VAT. When people 
buy a pint in a pub they are charged signifi¬ 
cantly more tax and higher VAT, whereas 
the home market charges less VAT.”

Climate for change 

THE Government is leading the way 
globally with its Climate Change Bill 
outlining ambitious targets to cut 
emissions so as to protect the planet. 

Environmentalists and MPs from all 
parties have welcomed the inclusion of 
greenhouse gases emitted from aviation 
and shipping to the Bill and hope it will 
make way for similar agreements on 
climate change around the world. 

But it is against this background that 
the Government is considering a number 
of proposals that, if given the go-ahead, 
will lock the country into high-carbon 
technology for generations to come. 

The decision on whether the first new 
coal-fired power station in more than 20 
years should be built at Kingsnorth has been 
hailed as one of the most important climate 
change decisions in the world right now. 

Dr Paul Leinster, the new chief executive 
of the Environment Agency, tells Kent on 
Sunday today that new-coal builds must 
not go ahead without the technology 
available to capture and store the C02 
they produce, which remains years away. 

With a groundbreaking piece of legislation 
under its belt, now is the time for the 
Government to put this commitment into 
practice and invest in renewable energy 
and energy efficiency measures.

Make it free for all 

CIARAW DEVANE, the chief 
executive of Macmillan Cancer 

Supp ort, urges the Government 
to drop p rescription charges 
for everyone in England 



SO much has changed 
since the medical exemp¬ 
tion list for prescriptions 
was drawn up 40 years 
ago. 

New diseases have arisen, old 
ones have reappeared and many 
more patients are now living with 
chronic illnesses like cancer. 

Technology, medicines and the 
way healthcare is delivered has 
also changed. So isn’t it time the 
prescription charges system was 
given a good old shake up? 

It’s so heart rending, as the chief 
executive of a cancer support 
charity, to hear there are people 
who cannot afford prescriptions 
for their urgently needed, some¬ 
times life-saving treatment. 
People like Barbara, who has 
cancer. As a single mum struggl¬ 
ing to work, support her son and 
pay the bills, there are times 
when she can’t afford to pay for 
her prescriptions and is forced to 
choose which drugs to take as she 
can’t afford them all. 

The NHS is failing Barbara and 
many like her, one in 10 cancer 
patients aged 55 and under, who 
have to pay prescription charges, 
cannot afford them. Recent 
research by Macmillan shows 
nearly half of cancer patients in 
England are even forced to cut 
back on basic needs such as food 
or heating, to pay for their 
prescriptions. It is unacceptable 
that people have to choose 
between food and medication. 
Patients should be allowed to 
focus on getting better instead of 
worrying how they’re going to find 


money to pay for prescriptions. 

The medical exemption list is 
outdated and doesn’t reflect 
changes in the way healthcare is 
delivered. When it was drawn up 
in 1968, cancer patients were 
usually treated in hospital at the 
NHS’ expense and were much 
more likely to die from the 
disease. Today, improved survival 
rates and the shift to outpatient 
treatment means the financial 
burden has been transferred onto 
cash-strapped cancer patients 
who already face extra costs such 
as travel and parking charges. 

Patients like Barbara have to 
pay for life-saving treatment, inc¬ 
luding oral chemotherapy taken 
at home. It’s also likely they’ll 
need prescriptions to ease dis¬ 
tressing side-effects such as 
nausea and vomiting, mouth 
ulcers and diarrhoea. Charges 
may be incurred over a long 
period of time, with drugs such as 
Tamoxifen prescribed for up to 10 
years after initial treatment. 

The current system is also 
riddled with anomalies, for exam¬ 
ple people with diabetes are en¬ 
titled to free prescriptions but 
those with cancer aren’t. The list 


excludes too many groups of high 
prescription users and it does not 
cover all patients on low incomes 
as not everyone on means-tested 
benefits is eligible for exemption. 

Patients can save money by 
buying a Prescription Pre-pay¬ 
ment Certificate (PPC). However, 
many are unaware of these and 
those on low incomes still struggle 
to afford them even though they 
can pay in monthly instalments. 

Our research found one in seven 
cancer patients cannot afford to 
get a PPC. Also, some don’t know 
how many prescriptions they’re 
likely to need over the course of a 
year, making it difficult to predict 
whether buying a PPC would be 
cost-effective. This is why we 
want the Government to abolish 
prescription charges in England. 

They agreed to review the 
charges over a year ago. We’re still 
waiting. Like most other charities 
representing patients in need, we 
are also disappointed the Govern¬ 
ment is refusing to spend even 
one extra pound on the prescrip¬ 
tions budget. They insist income 
generated is necessary - we say 
the costs must be found else¬ 
where, not taken from the sick. 


Despite the introduction of free 
prescriptions in Wales, phasing 
out of charges in Scotland and 
moves towards a more equitable 
system in Northern Ireland, the 
Government is refusing to cons¬ 
ider new ways to fund additional 
spending on the prescriptions 
budget in England, like more use 
of non-branded medicines that 
could save hundreds of millions of 
pounds a year. 

No one, irrespective of where 
they live or what condition they 
have, should be in a position 
where they can’t afford their 
treatment. We at Macmillan 
believe prescription charges are a 
tax on illness and should be 
abolished. Prescription charges 
conflict with the founding prin¬ 
ciple of the NHS, namely health¬ 
care should be universal and free 
at the point of delivery. We are 
campaigning for free prescrip¬ 
tions to make the prescription 
charging system fair for all 
patients. We ask you to help us by 
writing to your local MP.

Has the Night Stalker 
struck again?

A SERIAL sex attacker thought to 
have targeted dozens of elderly 
victims in their homes may have 
struck again in Kent. 

Labelled the Night Stalker due to his after¬ 
dark assaults, the prowler has escaped cap¬ 
ture since his reign of terror began in the 
early-1990s. 

He is thought to be responsible for offences 
across south east London, including Bromley, 
Beckenham and Orpington. 

It emerged this week that the burglary of a 
94-year-old woman’s home a fortnight ago in 
West Wickham, Bromley, bore the hallmarks 
of the Stalker, who spies on his victims, cuts 
their telephone lines and shines a torch in 
their faces. A Metropolitan Police spokesman 
said this incident was not being treated as a 
sexual assault. 

Cllr Carole Hubbard, Bromley council ward 
councillor for West Wickham, said news of the 
break-in would cause fear among residents. 

She said: “I am aware this person has been 
committing horrendous crimes for many 
years and people will be shocked to hear he 
has targeted West Wickham. I think it will 
leave some people feeling very frightened. 

‘West Wickham is generally a safe place to 
live and this is not something that happens 
every day, but I don’t think you can rule it out 


anywhere, people must always be aware.” 

Cllr Colin Bloom, Bromley council’s portfo¬ 
lio holder for public protection and safety, 
said: “It’s a very serious issue but we are 
doing all we can to ensure people are as safe 
as possible, and the police are doing all they 
can to catch this individual. 

We have increased resources into making 
sure older people make themselves less vul¬ 
nerable. Our trading standards officers have 
been giving advice on how to avoid rogue 
traders and this includes making sure they 
know how to protect their homes and giving 
them the support they need.” 

Hunt 

Set up in 1997, Operation Minstead has 
become the largest hunt for a serial rapist 
ever mounted by the Metropolitan Police. 

Earlier this year a burglary in Downham, 
Bromley, was also thought to bear the hall¬ 
marks of the Stalker, as were two other simi¬ 
lar break-ins in Lee, near Erith, and 
Norwood, south London. 

The attacks were thought to be the first 
committed by the Stalker in three years, two 
of his victims were also sexually assaulted. 

DNA tests have established he is a light¬ 
skinned black man, whose family is from the 
Windward Islands in the Caribbean. He is 
thought to be aged between 30 and 40. 

Detectives have linked him to more than 
100 break-ins since about 1992, four rapes 
and numerous other sexual assaults. 

Although the vast majority of his victims 
have been women, police said they also

include 10 men, one of whom suffered a sexu¬ 
al assault. 

Because many of the attacks have taken 
place in and around Orpington and Shirley, 
south London, police believe he has links to 
those areas. 

In 2003, Det Supt Simon Morgan, who 
heads Operation Minstead, said: “He either 
lives, works or has some connection with 
someone he visits in Orpington. 

“This could be a child, a school or a job. We 
want people to come forward and tell us if 
they know of anyone who matches the 
description.” 


MARGATE is a key location of the new 
series of The Apprentice.

According to sources, Mr Sugar’s two 
trusted advisers, Margaret Mountford and 
Nick Hewer, were seen standing outside the 
old Lloyds Bank Chambers in Cecil Square. 

However, local people involved in the 
episode have been ordered to remain silent 
and had to sign confidentiality agreements 
with the BBC. 

A member of staff from a shop in 
Margate’s Old Town, who asked not to be 
named, said she was involved but couldn’t 
specify how or why. 

She said: “I can’t really say as I signed an 
agreement, but customers in my shop were 
obviously asking what was going on. A pro¬ 
ducer told me to say they were filming a 
business documentary series for prime¬ 
time BBC One that it involved Margate.” 

According to sources, Thanet council and 
the Mayor of Margate, Cllr Brian Sullivan, 
were involved in the episode, although both 
refused to give anything away. Asked 
whether he thought the show would be a 
positive thing for the town, he told KOS 
Media: “It will be eventually.” 

A spokeswoman from Thanet council 
said: “We can’t comment on anything at this 
point - we’re not allowed to talk about it.”

Education system gears 
itself for radical change

MORE than 700 teachers and sup¬ 
port staff came together for a joint 
training event ahead of the biggest 
changes to learning in 20 years. 

Students in the Canterbury area enjoyed a 
day off as schools shut to discuss the 
Government’s reforms to 14-19 education. 

As part of the reforms, schools and colleges 
must come together to form ‘partnerships’ 
which allow for a new diploma to run along¬ 
side GCSE and A levels, that must be offered 
in all schools by 2013. 

Philip Wicker, a former headteacher and 
chair and coordinator of the Canterbury 14 to 
19 partnership of schools and colleges, said 
next September pupils will be able to study 
for two diplomas and by 2010 a further nine 
will be on offer.

Mr Wicker said: ‘We now have a timetable 
structure ready to roll-out and an agreement 
has been made between the headteachers. 

“I do not think there has been a change this 
size in education in 20 years and with any 
change people can be a bit concerned. 

“I cannot speak for all teachers and clearly 
this is a huge change which is unsettling for 
any organisation to come to terms with, but 
in my mind these are very important reforms 
that are taking a place and have the backing 
of higher education and employers. 

“There is a great deal of enthusiasm among 
teachers working on the diplomas who are 
looking forward to the opportunities they 
give the curriculum, which will be more 


appropriate for the needs of all children.” 

In Canterbury, pupils will be able to study 
for creative and media and environment and 
land-based studies diplomas. 

Mr Wicker said the key issue about diplo¬ 
mas is that they are not vocational courses. 

“They are taught in a way that is very differ¬ 
ent,” he said. 

“Children who are not engaged by a lectur¬ 
ing, academic study approach can make 
headway in educational development using a 
mixture of practical and hands-on as well as 
the more formal approach.” 

Other reforms include an added a ‘function¬ 
al skills’ test to A levels and GCSEs in 
English, maths and IT, which will demon¬ 
strate that pupils can use the skills they have 
learnt in a practical way from 2010. 

The Canterbury partnership includes all 
the schools in the city, including Canterbury 
College, those along the coast in Whitstable 
and Heme Bay and two in Faversham.

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Bedding down for winter 

Don’t leave it too late to protect your perennials from the frost

AUTUMN in recent years has been mild, and 
so the grass cutting season gets longer and 
longer. 

The only consolation I can get from this is 
that the mower is a good way of collecting fall¬ 
en leaves. If the fallen leaves remain on your 
lawn, particularly leaves full of tannin such as 
oak, they will kill the grass underneath, leav¬ 
ing unsightly bare patches. 

If you have more leaves than the lawnmow- 
er can cope with you can collect them to make 
wonderful leaf mould. 

I use the bags that compost is supplied in. 
They are strong and do not degrade in ultra¬ 
violet light, so you can leave them outside for 
the year, discreetly hidden in a comer of your 
garden. Next autumn the leaf mould will be 
ready to spread onto your borders and you can 
immediately start to re-fill the bags and 
repeat the whole process. 

When you do the winter tidying be sure to 
leave an untidy patch of your garden for 
wildlife, an old log with some twigs and dead 
leaves would be much appreciated. 

The frogs and beetles, ladybirds and hedge¬ 
hogs will quickly learn what areas of your gar¬ 
den will be safe for them to bed down for the 
winter. 

If you haven’t taken in your tender perenni¬ 
als yet, now is the time to do it. Certainly some 
will still be in flower, my Salvia leucantha and 
my Brugmansia still look wonderful in mid- 
November, but it is always a gamble as to how 
long I dare to leave them outside. 

This year they are in a spot that catches the 
early morning sun so I am running more of a 


risk than usual. Thank heaven for cuttings. 

Tender specimens that are too big to take 
inside can be protected with horticultural 
fleece, but don’t leave it on till next spring, and 
only put it on when it is going to be frosty, 
removing it as soon as possible. 


With energy costs very high this winter, 
I wonder if as many houses and gardens will 
be lit up with Santas and sleighs and 
reindeers? 

If you are wondering about a low-energy 
alternative, perhaps you can decorate a tree or 


shrub in your front garden with tinsel, wrap¬ 
ping it firmly around the branches or tying in 
with ribbon. It may only require one light bulb 
to make the whole shrub sparkle.

Hebe Autumn Glory 

THERE are a few hebes that flower well 
into the autumn, such as Midsummer 
Beauty and Great Orme, but Autumn 
Glory seems to go on the longest, 
sometimes flowering into December. 

It is best placed at the front of a bor¬ 
der, growing to 2ft (60cm) high and 
wide, producing small but significant 
purple flowers which tolerate increas¬ 
ingly bad weather as autumn passes. 
The flowers also stand out against the 
plant’s dark green foliage. 

This hebe needs to be planted in full 
sun if possible, and in reasonably well- 
drained soil, and then should largely 
look after itself without needing any 
pruning. 

When buying hebes, remember that 
generally not all are hardy. The larger 
the leaf, the more tender the variety is 
likely to be. 


Drawing up new 
garden designs 



GRAND DESIGNS: Louise Hampden recommends using a pergola to add structure to your

AS the leaves fall and we prepare 
for what always seems like an end¬ 
less winter, now is a good time to 
get your sketch pad out to plan a 
new garden design. 

“For a good balanced design, most designers 
would recommend that a third of the garden 
should be for planting and the other two- 
thirds grass or hard surfaces,” says horticul¬ 
turist Louise Hampden, producer 
of BBC Gardeners’ World and 
author of a new handy little guide, 

Top Tips: A Treasury Of Garden 
Wisdom. 

The book accompanies a new day¬ 
time Gardeners’ World series start¬ 
ing on BBC Two on December 1 
which collects the most fascinating 
and useful hints and tips from 40 
years of the programme. 

There are three main design ele¬ 
ments you need to consider: what the 
garden will be used for (children’s play, 
relaxation, parties, growing veg and flowers); 
its aspect (shady or sunny, overlooked or 
secluded); and how you want the garden to 
look (formal or informal). 

Cut out magazine pictures of schemes that 


you like and stick them on to a large piece of 
card, adding to it gradually, including plants, 
furniture, layouts and even sheds - and soon a 
mood and preference for certain colours and 


materials will emerge. 

Narrow gardens are often the easiest to 
design, Hampden says. 

“A long, thin garden can be broken up into

different spaces, divided by hedges or trellis, 
each with a different purpose or feel,” she says. 

“This gives you the opportunity to have a for¬ 
mal area as well as an informal one, and to 
screen off practical spaces such as the garden 
shed or the place where you keep the rubbish 
bins.” 

Put in a curved path with broad planting 


spaces either side to make the garden feel 
longer and create an interesting journey 
through it. 

Wider gardens are more difficult to design, 
as the whole garden can be seen at once and 
it’s difficult to create any mystery, but add per¬ 
golas over paths and features at the end of 
paths to divide the garden visually without 


the use of solid hedges or panels. 

Alternatively, you can create private areas 
by using a trellis and covering it with climbers. 

Make sure you consider how your garden 
will look from the various windows and doors 
of the house. Key plants and focal points can 
be lined up to give the best view from the win¬ 
dow.

Give your plants plenty of space, Louise 
advises. 

“Mean borders don’t work. Allow a generous 
area for growing plants. They need space, and 
that means 1.5 metres or even two metres 
from front to back,” she says. 

“Anything less means you will only be able to 
plant single plants. You won’t achieve any 
decent depth or combinations, and shrubs and 
perennials will either spill over a lawn and kill 
the edges or obstruct a path and need constant 
cutting back.” 

Try to keep the edges to paths, borders and 
lawn crisp. You could insert lengths of timber 
a couple of centimetres into the ground to 
ensure the lawn doesn’t creep into the border, 
which will also help mowing. Paths edged with 
contrasting brick also look neater. 

When planning seating, make sure you 
know the direction in which the sun rises or 
sets, ensuring your seats are positioned to 
your requirements - maybe so you can view 
the sunset, or catch the morning sun if you 
want to have breakfast in the garden. 

Once you have finished planning, mark out 
your design with a rope to give an idea how it 
will look and enable you to make adjustments. 

“Don’t worry about following hard-and-fast 
rules here,” Hampden says. “Remember that 
you are designing this garden for you, so if it 
feels right then it usually is right.”

Good enough to eat 

Leeks 


YOU pay a fortune for those fancy 
packets of baby leeks, but you can 
just as easily grow them yourself to 
add to a variety of dishes including 
soups, casseroles and salads in 
summer. They do occupy the ground 
for a long time but you can harvest 
them for ages, from autumn to late 
winter. 

Baby leeks can be grown in con¬ 
tainers and raised vegetable beds to 
provide you with crops through sum¬ 
mer and autumn. They are easy to 
grow from seed. Start them in pots 
ready to plant out later in the season 
or grow them in a seedbed, using the 
thinnings as an alternative to spring 
onions, and plant them in their final 
position for a winter crop. 

Prepare the bed now, adding plen¬ 
ty of well-rotted organic matter to the 
soil and digging over the ground in 
autumn or winter, leaving it rough in 
clods before raking it over in the 
spring before planting. 

Seeds can be sown in drills 1 -2cm 
deep and 15cm apart and will germi¬ 
nate at fairly low temperatures, but if 
you live in a cold area cover the 
seedbeds with cloches or garden 
fleece. If you are growing leeks in 
borders, start the seed off in modular 
trays, sowing seed around 2.5cm 
apart and keeping them somewhere 
cool but frost-free. 

After hardening off in April or May, 
move the plants raised inside out¬ 
doors when the weather gets 
warmer in spring and prick out 
seedlings into modular trays to grow 
on. Thin rows in seedbeds to leave a 
plant every 3-4cm. By June and July 
they should be pencil thick and 
ready to plant into their final position. 

Plant the leeks in deep holes to 
produce long white shafts, but it also 
helps to earth up by piling soil 
around the stems during the growing 
season. Weed well and water thor¬ 
oughly around every 10 days. Once 
they are ready to harvest, just lift 
them as required.

THEY say that kitchens sell hous¬ 
es, but it seems bathrooms are cru¬ 
cial too. According to research by 
online bathroom retailer Plumb 
world.co.uk, bathrooms play a piv¬ 
otal role in selling homes. 

The company surveyed nearly 15,000 cus¬ 
tomers and found that 96 per cent believe “the 
quality of the bathroom(s) is an important con¬ 
sideration when looking for a new house”. 

The survey highlights six key things sellers 
should do before putting their property on the 
market: 

• use light, bright colours (cited by 90 per 
cent); 

• fit a white bathroom suite (91 per cent); 

• use a plain-glass shower screen, where the 
shower is over the bath (66 per cent); 

• choose modem chrome taps and fittings (94 
per cent);

TOP TIPS FOR... cleaning off paint 

• Water-based paints are much nicer to use 
than oil-based ones, not least when it comes 
to cleaning them off. Water-based paints gen¬ 
erally come off your clothes and skin pretty 
easily with water or water and a cleaning 
agent such as sugar soap. Even if the paint 
has dried on clothing, soaking it in a sugar- 
soap solution and scmbbing it before putting 
it in the washing machine should do the 
trick. 


• It’s harder to remove oil-based paints, espe¬ 
cially once they’re dry, but fresh paint can 
usually be removed with turpentine substi¬ 
tute (turps) or white spirit. If you have to put 


either of these on your skin to remove paint, 
wash thoroughly afterwards with soap and 
water because they can bum skin. 

• Rollers are a real pain to clean, so if you’ve 


Ask the expert 


Q What’s the best type of ladder to 
buy for DIY? 

A Go for one that’s as versatile as 
possible, such as a three-way lad¬ 
der that’s a stepladder, stair lad¬ 
der and extendable straight ladder in 
one. They’re not the cheapest option but 
are really useful for jobs around the 
home and garden. Check the rungs are 
comfortable - flat ones are more comfy 
than rounded ones - especially if you’re 
going to be standing on them for long 
periods, and see if there are any weight 
restrictions. Always follow the safety 
instmctions carefully. 


started using one and haven’t finished, don’t 
waste your time cleaning it. Instead, wrap it 
in a plastic bag, or a couple, and leave 
overnight. This will keep the paint moist so 
it doesn’t dry out, and you can carry on 
where you left off 

• If you don’t get rollers really clean, the paint 
will dry on the sleeve and ruin the finish the 
next time you use them. With emulsion 
rollers, it’s a good idea to soak them in water 
first and then clean them thoroughly under 
a mnning tap (not very eco, I know), wring¬ 
ing them out to remove excess paint until it’s 
all been washed away. Rollers for oil-based 
paints are made of foam and invariably have 
to be thrown away once used. 

• Paint bmshes should also be washed out in 
water or turps/white spirit, depending on the 
type of paint used. I keep my bmshes soak¬ 
ing in jam jars of water or turps/white spirit 
(topped up now and then), as they often 
become unusable when they dry out. Even if 
they’re kept soaking, brushes sometimes 
become clogged up with dry paint, but you 
should be able to pull this off with your fin¬ 
gers without doing too much damage to the 
bmsh.

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How to make compost

IF you haven’t yet gone down the 
composting route, autumn is a 
great time to start as you gather 
up leaves, empty plant pots and 
generally tidy up the garden. 

Many local authorities now provide com¬ 
post bins to encourage householders to 
recycle, so it’s worth giving your own coun¬ 
cil a ring to check. 

Alternatively, you can make a compost 
heap by erecting a wire-mesh cage with 
four comer posts, lined with cardboard or 
straw. Builders’ pallets also make instant 
compost bins, set on end and tied or 
screwed together. You can fill the gaps 
between slats with straw or newspaper. 

I have a cheap, lidded bin outside my 
back door for all my kitchen waste such as 
vegetable peelings, teabags and eggshells, 
which I add to the heap spasmodically. 

Some people do get confiised about exact¬ 
ly what and how much of a particular 
waste product they should put on their 
compost heap. 

Too many grass clippings pack down and 
rot without air into a smelly, slimy mess so 
must be mixed with coarser material. 

Weeds can be mixed with grass cuttings, 
but avoid vigorous perennial types with 
indestmctible roots such as ground elder or 
couch grass. 

Kitchen scraps can be used, but avoid 
cooked food - which attracts rats - and 
don’t put in meat or fish. 

Often the problem gardeners have is that 
they don’t have enough material, but your 
local greengrocer may be able to supply you 
with some green waste, or the council may 
be happy to let you cart away leaves. 

If you have room, make two compost 
heaps so that you are filling one while the 
other is rotting down. 

The best way to make compost is to add 
the materials in layers. Start with a layer of 
coarse material and pile on about the same 
about of grass cuttings, mixing them 
together with a fork. 

If you have a lot of one type of material, 
stack it to one side and cover it with black 
plastic sheeting until there is enough other 
material to mix with it. 

Quick-rotting green waste such as fruit 
and vegetable peelings, soft primings and 
annual weeds should be mixed in equal 
amounts with tougher, fibrous materials 
such as shredded paper and card products, 
straw, vegetable stems, leaves, eggshells 
and soft hedge primings. 

Horse and poultry manure is a good addi¬ 
tion, while wood ash from the fireplace can 
also be added, as can cardboard including 
egg boxes and toilet-roll middles. 

Try to keep woody materials out of the 
compost heap as they will take ages to 
break down, and if you are clipping hedges, 
shred very tough prunings before adding 
them. 

Small amounts of leaves can be thrown 
into the compost heap, but large quantities 
are better stacked separately. 

Once the heap is full, throw a piece of old 
carpet on top of it to keep in the heat. The 
compost will need turning from time to 
time while it is decomposing. 

It should be kept moist (so it may need 
watering occasionally in hot weather) and 
should be ready in anything between three 
months to a year, when the mixture has 
turned into a crumbly dark-brown materi¬ 
al, which can be used to enrich the soil in 
your beds and borders or as a nutritious 
mulch over a planting area. 

Leaf mould is also invaluable as a soil 
conditioner, but it rots down in a slightly 
different way from other compost and takes 
slightly longer, so you’re better off making 
this separately. All you do is gather your 
fallen leaves up and put them in either a 
wire-netting container or black dustbin 
bags with air holes punched into them, tie 
them up and stack them in the comer of the 
garden for a year while the leaves decay. 

If you let leaf-mould rot for several years, 
you can add it to potting composts and top¬ 
dressing for lawns.

November on the plot 

Going for garlic 

NOW is the perfect time to plant 
garlic. It is a fairly reliable crop¬ 
per as long as the ground is not 
too heavy and is perfect for culti¬ 
vating in containers too. 

Plastic recycling bins or other boxes can be 
treated as ‘deep beds’. Simply fill with good 
quality multi-purpose compost and topsoil 
mixed to a ratio of 50/50. 

Dirty Nails plants garlic cloves this month. 
Whether in the ground or otherwise, it is a 
pretty straightforward task. Preparation is 
all-important. He cleans the bed completely 
of weeds and gives it a thorough dusting with 
dry wood ash. This is dug in, and raked to a 
fine and fluffy tilth. 

Care must be taken to choose the right 
variety for this time of year. Select Mess- 
idrome and the purple-tinged Germidour for 
a late autumn sowing; varieties that are 
bursting to sprout soon if they have not 
already begun to do so. Other types such as 
Printador, that don’t show green shoots until 
March or April, should be planted in the 
early spring. 

Bulbs are prized gently apart and individ¬ 
ual cloves separated. Each of these will hope¬ 
fully grow into a complete bulb for harvest¬ 
ing next June or July. 

Dirty Nails places them on top of the soil in 
blocks rather than lines, at 13cm spacings. 
Then he firmly plunges them into the earth 
one at a time, pointed end uppermost, to a 
depth of 6cm and smoothes over. 

A cold spell immediately after planting is 
to be hoped for as this stimulates the garlic 
into dividing and developing strong roots. 
Shoots should be showing well by New Year. 




All that is required is to keep moist (but not 
wet) and weed free. 

Garlic is a powerful little plant. Mrs Nails 
and the kids love it. Breaking up and plant¬ 
ing a few bulbs now, again come springtime, 
is more than enough to give the family a 
homegrown garlic aroma all year round!

Winter work 

This is a good month to start tidying up in 
the garden or growing area. Removing dead 
leaves from crops, clearing patches of weeds 
that are beginning to try their luck and sort¬ 
ing out piles of accumulated pots and canes 
are all seasonal jobs to do. 

In the same way that painting a picture on 
clean canvas or paper is important, so too is 
clearing a working space where you intend to 
grow edible crops. Pests and diseases thrive 


in chaotic places. Dirty Nails tries to have a 
November ‘spring clean’ to remove slug and 
snail hidey-holes and dispose of unwanted 
materials to the compost bin or municipal 
dump. Then he can relax, waiting for the 
turning year and increasing daylight to bring 
planting opportunities once again.

SOARING share prices will have 
added to the warm feeling at VW 
this week while most rivals feel the 
chill of a global slowdown. 

Admittedly, the stock market run had more 
to do with Porsche’s long-held ambition to 
wrest control of what is now the world’s num¬ 
ber three carmaker behind Toyota and General 
Motors - Ford slipped to fourth earlier this 
year - but the business founded on the original 
Beetle is well-placed to ride the recession. 

And that is without the imminent arrival of 
a sixth generation Golf - the group’s cash cow 

The current car is hardly outclassed in the 
hard-fought family hatchback market; it is 
still one of the best drives and the styling 
remains tasteful and conservative. 

Then again, market tempo has been upped 
by the race for greener technology and though 
VW already offers leaner and meaner 
BlueMotion models using conventional tech¬ 
nology, the group knows it cannot stand still. 

So Golf number six tees off in January and 
should re-affirm its unique status as a mass-

market cum premium model. 

VW claims it is the “safest, most technically 
advanced and most dynamic” Golf - it has just 
been awarded the maxium five-star NCAP 
safety rating - while the styling echoes the 
stunning new Scirocco coupe and is tipped to 
be the blueprint for other new VWs. 

The German marque says the interior uses 
materials and equipment usually associated 
with cars in a higher segment - rectifying 
some penny-pinching on the current car. 

High quality, soft-touch plastics are integrat¬ 
ed with tasteful aluminium and chrome high¬ 
lights and the improvements are not all cos¬ 
metic; VW engineers claim to have cut cabin 
noise by revising the design of door and win¬ 


dow seals, the damping film for the wind¬ 
screen and engine mounting system - it is said 
to be the quietest Golf yet. 

A mix of efficient and quiet petrol and diesel 
engines should enhance that claim. 

The ‘driver’s car’ label that made the original 
Golf such a star when it appeared in the UK in 
1977 and promoted the GTI ‘brand within a 
brand’, should also be emphasised by 
Volkswagen’s adaptive chassis control (ACC) 
being offered. 

A sign of renewed pace in auto technology 
though will be the GTI’s 208bhp 2.0-litre four- 
cylinder engine - more powerful than the cur¬ 
rent car’s 197bhp, yet leaner and greener. 

The latter point signals that enhancing the 
Golf legend may now depend less on its driv¬ 
ing prowess and more on its eco-ftiendliness. 

So VW will follow-up January’s launch with 
a BlueMotion model due in mid-2009, capable 
of averaging more than 70mpg and emitting a 
road tax exempt figure of just 99 g/km of C02. 

This matches the ‘eco-profile’ of the German 
brand’s smaller and current Polo BlueMotion 
- one of the greenest cars currently on sale.

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Suzuki and Vauxhall 
can’t agree: ‘A clone 
war - avoid, we must’ 



JEDI knight Yoda would no doubt 
approve of the Suzuki Splash. 

After all, “much room there is” to swing a 
lightsaber. The vertically-challenged Star 
Wars hero could also use this compact yet 
capacious five-door as a charabanc for loads of 
his mini-comrades. 

But it could provoke a storm of Yoda-ese 
mangled syntax too along the lines of, 
“Worried, I am about a possible ‘Clone War”, 
since you have to ask how any customer can 
differentiate between the Splash and its near¬ 
identical Vauxhall Agila sister. 

I understand that carmakers need to cut 
escalating development costs by co-operating 
on small cars. After all, little motors equal lit¬ 
tle profits, yet Fiat and Ford have given their 
latest 500 and Ka sisters a different body on 
top of a shared platform. 

Citroen, Peugeot and Toyota, have been rather 
less successful at distinguishing their respective 
Cl, 107 and Aygo models, but you might just 
about argue that they present different ‘faces’. 

But the Splash and its Vauxhall Agila clone 
might easily confuse - inside or out - making 
it hard to decide which car to buy. 

The paper-thin argument in favour of the 


Suzuki comes down largely to ‘Splash’ being a 
bright new name that buries memories of the 
quite awful Wagon-R model it replaced... the 
same quite awful car that was re-badged and 
also sold as the original Vauxhall Agila. 

The Splash has arguably the neater front 
grille, while the smaller model line-up is better 
equipped as standard and concentrates on the 


1.2-litre petrol engine - the best deal on offer 
across both ranges, including the 1.3-litre 
diesel option. 

Morally, Suzuki also deserves the business 
as the Splash/Agila uses the same platform as 
its Swift hatchback - pound-for-pound one of 
the best superminis around - and the clones 
are built in a Suzuki plant in Hungary, 


although VauxhaH’s MPV expertise is behind 
the car’s huge interior. 

As a result of this apparently contradictory 
cross-fertilising cloning, we have a car with a 
small footprint and a tall stance without the 
ridiculous leaning and fidgety ride usually asso¬ 
ciated with lofty creations on short wheelbases. 

In fact, for such a practical supermini cum

January and it should be ready for 
next year’s harvest. 

“It will be of major benefit to our 
members, providing additional storage facili¬ 
ties, improving turn-round times at the 
weighbridge and speeding up intake and out- 
take,” he said. 

Advanced sales mean he’s fairly confident 
that all additional storage offered by the new 
silo will be sold in advance of this. 

“The prolonged wet harvest has brought 
the inadequacies of many on-farm stores into 
perspective. Many growers have had grain 


cut by combines which they’ve been unable to 
sell, move or dry effectively. 

“In contrast, our members have had most 
loads uplifted soon after combining, quality 
tested and safely dried down to low moisture 
contents with quality kept intact. It is this 
that is driving interest from growers in the 
South East and I wouldn’t rule out further 
expansion before 2010.” 

Weald Granary runs its own haulage oper¬ 
ation arranging collection soon after combin- 
;. Mr Brice says overhead loading hoppers 
will keep vehicles 
moving and the addi¬ 
tion of an extra 
weighbridge will fur¬ 
ther speed turn- 
round at the store. 

‘We aim for a 30- 
minute turn-round 
and while this was 
difficult at times this 
year, should be 
achievable once the new facilities are in 
place,” he said.

Alarm at Queen’s Speech time off to train

A NEAR-£5 million expansion of 
the region’s largest arable farm 
grain co-operative is due to start 
in the new year - and be ready for 
next harvest. 

Weald Granary has secured grant funding 
of £1.9 million to support the programme at 
its central store at Mereworth, near 
Maidstone. 

The grant - awarded by the South East 
England Development Agency (Seeda) under 
the Rural Development Programme for 
England (RDPE) - will meet 40 per cent of 
the project’s costs. 

It follows recent planning approval for 
development of a range of new high-speed 
intake and outtake facilities and a further 
6,250-tonne storage silo. This will bring stor¬ 
age capacity at the site to 64,500 tonnes. 

Members of the co-operative, which was 
established in 1987, buy a tonnage entitle¬ 
ment appropriate to their farm outputs and 
then pay a yearly handling charge per tonne 
covering haulage to store and fixed and vari¬ 
able costs. There are more than 180 mem¬ 
bers. Chairman Andrew Brice said construc¬ 
tion on the development was due to start in 


SMALL Kent businesses may find it difficult to 
meet worker demands to have extra time off for 
training. 

Nicole Tovey, a solicitor in the employment 
and litigation team at law firm Buss Murton, 
which has offices at Tunbridge Wells, 
Cranbrook and Dartford, said proposed 
employment legislation earmarked for the 


Queen’s Speech this month includes strength¬ 
ening legislation regulating apprenticeships 
and providing workers with the right to 
request time to train. 

Employers will be legally obliged to consider 
requests to undertake training from staff, but 
will also be able to reject a request if there is a 
valid business reason to do so. The plans, for 


which further details are yet to be provided, 
will apply to 22 million employees in England. 

There may not be a significant impact on 
large companies, but smaller private firms will 
find difficulty in responding to employees’ 
demands for additional time off, plus the costly 
provision of training and to the new status of 
any agency workers that they use.

Neame is investing £3 million in its pubs over 
the next year to help see its licensees through 
the economic downturn. 

Many of Sheps’ pubs in Kent, Sussex, Essex, 
Surrey and London will reap the rewards of 
the investment strategy, the result of an 
assessment to identify building projects which 
will make a difference to licensees’ businesses. 

About 160 pubs - half the firm’s tenanted 
pub estate - will benefit from refurbishments 
such as bar developments, kitchen upgrades, 
garden and car park improvements, outdoor 
smoking areas and improved toilets. 

Tied trade and property director George 
Barnes said: ‘We’re all too aware of the diffi¬ 
cult trading conditions and have refocused our 
pub investment strategy to support and moti¬ 
vate our licensees. 

We’re confident that by investing in as 
many pubs as possible, our licensees will be in 
a strong position when conditions improve.” 

One of the first pubs to benefit from a 
£45,000 transformation is the Walnut Tree in 
Loose, near Maidstone. 

Refurbishment work included the removal of 
a dividing wall to make a large, open-plan bar 
area and the addition of french doors and 
stairs leading to the garden.

■ WITH an increasing amount of waste 
legislation to get to grips with, it can be 
confusing establishing exactly which materi¬ 
als are waste and which are not. 

The issue was recently the subject of an 
appeal against a High Court decision, says 
solicitor Kate Jardine, who is part of the 
planning and environment team at 
Brachers. 

It concerned a company that produced 
clean fuel oil from waste oil and sold it to 
customers who, because it was not then clas¬ 
sified as “waste’, were not subject to the 
waste regime operating under EU legisla¬ 
tion. 

If it had been found to be waste customers 
would be subject to the regime, at high cost. 
The Court of Appeal also urged Defra and 
the Environment Agency to produce co-ordi¬ 
nated guidance on the issue.

Swedes take 
us bank to 
the future

ONE of Scandinavia’s longest- 
established banks has been slow¬ 
ly making inroads into the UK 
market - and it has just opened 
up the second out of three 
planned so far for Kent. 

Svenska Handelsbanken, established in 
1871, now has a branch in Dartford joining 
its established one in Maidstone - and it 
plans another soon for Tunbridge Wells. 

This is a key strategic move in the Thames 
Gateway for the Swedish bank, but signifi¬ 
cantly on a national basis by December it 
will have opened 15 new branches in the UK 
this year alone. 

The total in the UK is 62, and it plans five 
more next year. So why is it expanding so 
dramatically at such a difficult time? 

Dartford’s branch manager Trevor Adams 
said: “Quite simply, there is strong demand 
for a bank which displays traditional bank¬ 


ing values. Unlike the majority of banks, we 
have a decentralised stmcture. 

“This means we do not operate call centres 
for business or personal customers. We 
believe the local branch is the bank, and the 
best decisions for the client and our business 
should be taken locally where the manage¬ 
ment team understand their customers. 

“This is very much relationship banking as 
people remember it.” 

The bank, which has more than 600 
branches worldwide, was established by 
prominent companies and individuals in 
Stockholm’s business world. 

In 1970 a key change in operation took 
place when Jan Wallander joined the bank 
and brought with him the notion of a new, 
decentralised organisation. 

Tasks that were traditionally completed at 
head office were transferred to regional 
offices, which provided specialist support to 
the branch network. 

During the 1990s Handelsbanken expand¬ 
ed its branch network to Finland, Norway, 
Denmark and the UK. By taking such a con¬ 
servative approach to risk its exposure to the 
US subprime market has been negligible.

Garden of England leads the revival 


ENTRIES at the recent 75th National Fruit 
Show at the County Showground in Detling 
endorsed the increasingly healthy state of 
the UK’s fruit industry especially the por¬ 
tion based in Kent, writes Pat Crawford. 
Known as the Marden and District Com¬ 
mercial Fruit Show 
at the time of its 
inception in 1933, it 
was renamed the 
Marden Fruit 
Show in 1967 and 
in 1999 became the 
National Fruit 
Show. 

The anniversary 
show involved 

SHOWTIME: Kentish growers from 

apples dominated across the country, 


but Kent dominated the classes for top fruit 
(apples and pears). The show also included 
classes for soft fruit, nuts, tomatoes, pump¬ 
kins and fruit juices. 

The atmosphere was buoyant and reports 
were all optimistic. This is a significant 
change from a few years back when the UK 
fruit industry was going through hard times 
and retailers’ shelves were full of fruit 
imported from around the world. 

In Kent, for centuries the backbone of the 
industry, many growers were in despair and 
orchards were grubbed up or fruit was left 
to rot because picking it wasn’t viable. 

Recognition that we must cut down on 


food imports to reduce carbon emissions are 
resulting in big changes. Chefs, restaurants, 
pubs and consumers are increasingly focus¬ 
ing on local produce and ‘seasonality’ is 
creeping into our vocabulary again. 

Flavour is also regaining its importance. 
Large consortiums are responding to con¬ 
sumers’ demands and offering more British 
produce. Smaller retailers are playing a part 
in the turnaround and farm shops and farm¬ 
ers’ markets are reporting increased sales. 

The show’s sponsors included Hadlow 
College. At one time fruit production was 
such an important part of the education and 
training at Hadlow that it was often simply 


known as ‘the fruit college’. 

When the industry began to suffer, 
demand for training fell and Hadlow with¬ 
drew some of its specialist programmes. 
Now we are seeing a revival involving the 
planting of orchards and the introduction of 
new varieties bred for flavour and shelf life. 

Hadlow is investing time, effort and 
money into the production of courses tai¬ 
lored to the industry’s needs. 

If we are what we eat, then it is equally 
important to recognise that what we choose 
to put on our plates can benefit the rural 
economy and help Kent retain its illustrious 
Garden of England tag. 



Boffins back NFU’s 
research campaign 


KENT scientists are backing a national 
campaign urging the Government to 
increase spending on agricultural research 
to help tackle the issues of UK food securi¬ 
ty and the impact of climate change on food 
production. 

The National Farmers’ Union’s Why Science Matters 
campaign, which aims to reverse the 45 per cent drop in 
funding for agricultural science over the last 20 years, has 
received the support of East Mailing Research (EMR), the 
last horticultural research centre in the South East. 

The team at EMR believes the failure to properly 
undertake scientific research will reinforce the country’s 
dependence on imports, further reduce the competitive¬ 
ness of the UK’s agricultural and horticultural industry, 
damage the countryside and at the same time fail to tack¬ 
le the impact of global warming on food production. 

EMR has been forced to cut back on areas of research, 
including new apple and pear varieties, improving native 
hardwood species and developing improved storage 
regimes for home-grown fruit. 

Chief executive Colin Gutteridge said: “The NFU’s 
campaign is well timed as the Government must now, 
more than ever, focus on scientific research into food pro¬ 
duction. 

“The challenge faced by millions around the globe is 
how to produce more food, while at the same time use less

land and fewer resources. Research is the only way to 
increase production and develop varieties that deliver 
greater yields, require fewer pesticides, are more drought 
resistant, are immune to pests and diseases and still 
deliver the quality the modem consumer expects.” 

EMR scientists have been responsible for the develop¬ 
ment of sustainable food production systems that signifi¬ 
cantly reduce the use of agro-chemicals and continue to 
work on the reduction of water usage in the production of 
plants - work that has global significance. EMR staff are 
recognised as world experts in fmit production, protection 
and storage. 

The NFU will seek to influence ministers and MPs by 
putting the case for greater investment. 

Mr Gutteridge said: “The fact that the UK produces 
only 10 per cent of the fruit we eat should ring alarm bells 
in Government. We are dependent upon imports at a time 
of global economic uncertainty. 

“Through research to raise yields and extend seasons, 
we could lift this figure to 20 per cent within 10 years, 
with a positive impact on the UK’s carbon emissions. 

‘We are delighted to add our voice to the campaign and 
will work closely with the NFU and the farming commu¬ 
nity before our nation’s research expertise is lost for ever.”

NATIONAL Stress Awareness 
Day is on November 5, writes

Over the past few years, awareness of 
stress and the negative impact it can have 
on both individuals and companies has been 


raised to such a level

that most people are 
now familiar with 
stress as a phenom¬ 
enon. 

With one in six 
workers suffering 
with stress and the 
same ratio working 
more than 60 hours 
a week, it’s no won¬ 
der that at some 
stage we succumb to 
one of the many 
health problems 
associated with 
stress. 

The identification 
of what causes us 


The strains of stress 


stress can often be difficult without spe¬ 
cialised help. Many people may not realise 
what the real contributory factors are and 
why certain symptoms have manifested 
themselves. 

Some problems are often associated with 
work-related stress where there can be 
many different reasons why you may feel 
stressed and under pressure, such as high 
workload, long hours and taking work home. 

Taking work home leads to another impor¬ 
tant issue, which is how to maintain a 
healthy work/life balance. 

If you have already worked a typical eight- 
hour day and then take work home to com¬ 
plete, what is the effect on your wellbeing? 

If this is normal practice for an additional 
two hours a day, five days a week, the conflict 


with your home life over the course of a year 
(adjusted for holidays) will be a staggering 
440 hours, or nearly 18.5 days. 

This will have a major impact on your per¬ 
sonal and family life. So what can we do to 
ensure we strike a healthy balance between 
our work and personal life? 

There may have been signs of stress 
recently and perhaps you haven’t known 
they may be linked with the extra pressure 
you have been under at work. 

Typical symptoms may be frequent 
headaches, anxiety attacks, lack of self¬ 
esteem or confidence, mood swings and 
fatigue. 

Be aware of any general patterns that are 
emerging on a daily, weekly or monthly basis 
and try to understand what has been caus¬ 


ing these problems. If the major problem 
stems from work, speak to your manager to 
see what can be achieved if your workload is 
at such a level it is causing you to become 
stressed. 

Also, if you are running out of hours in the 
day to complete your tasks, it could be that a 
more structured time management 
approach is required to assist in the process. 

A better work/life balance can be achieved 
by a joint relationship between an employer 
and employees, with initiatives such as flex¬ 
ible working, and wellness programmes such 
as Support Days which will help employees 
to get assistance from qualified practition¬ 
ers.

| What impact has the economic situa- 
Ition had on the property market? 

Despite the downturn, the Kent property 
market showed a steady performance in 
2007/08. 

This year’s Kent Property Market Report 
shows average office rental value grew by 
two per cent, industrial rental value rose by 
1.7 per cent and retail rents increased by 2.5 
per cent. Office take-up rates also improved 
in the last 12 months. 

We know Kent will not be immune from 
the economic downturn, but continued 
investment in infrastructure and regenera¬ 
tion projects, and the new fast rail services 
being just over a year away, will see it in a 
healthy position when the markets rebound.

The 2008 report is the 17th edition. It 
was first produced by property experts 
Cluttons and Kent County Council in 1991 
and was initially intended as a one-off exer¬ 
cise to benchmark the Kent property mar¬ 
ket. 

In 1992, the decision was taken to update 
it, so it then became an annual report. It is 
still written by KCC and Cluttons, is pro¬ 
duced by Locate in Kent, and is supported by 
the Royal Institution of Chartered Surveyors 
and a legal sponsor - this year Cripps Har¬ 
ries Hall. 


Yes. One of the main issues in the indus¬ 
try is the changes to tax on empty busi¬ 
ness properties that were brought in by the 
Government in April. 

Now, if an office building or shop becomes 
empty, owners must pay 100 per cent of the 
taxes on empty buildings after the first three 
months. For industrial properties, only the 
first six months are exempt, after which the 
full fee is charged. 

As a result, The British Property Federa¬ 
tion has launched a campaign to encourage 
the Government to scrap the tax, and we’ve 
just heard that many of the UK’s leading 
firms, including Tesco, Land Securities and 
British Airways, have backed the move. 

We’d like to see it abolished as it’s affecting 
the property industry in what are already 
difficult times.

| What are some of the biggest deals 
l highlighted in the report this year? 

Office take-up in the county included 
Cabot Financial’s new call centre opera¬ 
tion in Kings Hill, and Vanquis Bank’s call 
centre at Chatham Maritime. 

One of the largest deals at a business park 
was the Rolex watch company’s £7 million 
purchase of office space in Kings Hill, which 
will become its main headquarters and cre¬ 
ate 130 jobs. 

A significant retail deal was Gazeley and 
Standard Life Investment Funds Limited’s 
contract with Morrisons for a warehouse and 
distribution complex at G Park in Sitting- 
bourne. 


Despite the economic downturn, 
prospects for the county look positive. 
Kent has many things to look forward to, 
especially with the new high-speed rail serv¬ 
ice Unking the county to London. 

The growth prospects for Ashford look par¬ 
ticularly strong, especially with the planned 
introduction of a direct daily Eurostar serv¬ 
ice between the town and Brussels. 

Kent needs to keep leveraging the opportu¬ 
nities in the renewable energy market, espe¬ 
cially with onshore and offshore wind farms, 
such as the London Array project. 

We also need to look to foreign companies 
for investment. We’ve experienced more 
interest from international firms looking to 
set up a base in the UK in the last year and 
we expect this to continue. The county is ben¬ 
efiting from significant projects from KCC 
and Government investment in the growth 
areas of Ashford and the Thames Gateway. 

We are in a good position to capitalise on 
our location when markets recover and 
Locate in Kent,, along with its partners at 
KCC, plans to market the county aggressive¬ 
ly in the interim.

Ashby gets the 
boot out of Gate 

Ex-Gills star sacked as boss of Blues

BARRY Ashby became the 
first Kent managerial 
casualty of the season after 
he was sacked as manager 
of struggling Ryman Pre¬ 
mier League side, Margate. 

Former Gillingham defender 
Ashby and player/coach Paul Smith 
took over from previous boss Robin 
Trott in May, but lasted just five 
months leading the Blues. 

Terry Yorath, the former Wales 
international manager, has taken 
over as temporary boss of Margate 
and insists he is doing the job on a 
short-term basis only as the club 
look to install a new manager. 

A club statement released at the 
start of the week said the axing was 
over issues of personnel although 
the club’s directors claimed it was 
over a recent run of poor results. 

Changes 

However, rumours on the fans’ 
forum were that it was over an issue 
where the club wanted to relieve 
Smith of his duties and Ashby didn’t 
want to implement those changes. 

A viewpoint confirmed by Yorath. 

He said: “I spoke to Barry a lot last 
Sunday and Monday. The situation 
arose where - it was Paul’s [Smith] 
situation more than anything else - 
and the chairman didn’t like it and 
had words with Ashby about it. 
They are big friends and it was all 
around that. I got on very well with 
Ashby, whenever he wanted any¬ 
thing he would ring me and I would 
try and do it for him. 

“We never had a cross word 
between us.” 

The caretaker boss insists he will

go back to his role of director of foot¬ 
ball once the club install a new man 
to take over. 

He said: “It is a temporary thing 
and let’s see what the chairman 
says. We need to see if there are any 
suitable candidates that come up 
for the job which will probably take 
two or three weeks.” 

Ashby told Kent on Sunday the 
decision to sack him did come a lit¬ 
tle out of the blue, but wasn’t a 
major surprise to him. 

He said: “It’s a funny old game 
isn’t it? I have been in football long 
enough to know that these things 
happen. Both Paul [Smith] and I are 
bitterly disappointed because we 
have a really young squad there. 

‘We didn’t agree on certain things 




and I guess you have to just take it 
on the chin. 

“I had a chat with the directors 
and it wasn’t a case of ranting or 
anything like that - it was an adult 
conversation. 

We just didn’t agree on a few 
things and you don’t expect people 
to agree on everything. These things 
happen in football.”

In 12 months off ups and downs 

at Priestfield. DAVID PRITCHARD 

examines the changing face of 

Gillingham under Mark Stimson 


R OWS with senior players, 
deals with Arsenal and 
Tottenham, relegation and 
renewed hope: whatever 
your opinion on Mark Stimson 
there is no doubt his 12 months 
in charge at Gillingham have 
been eventful. 


Chairman Paul Scally waited almost two 
months and braved threats of court action to 
appoint the Stevenage Borough manager, 
who had enjoyed almost unbridled success in 
non-league football. 

Unveiling Stimson a year ago, he said: “I 
have looked at Stevenage and been highly 
impressed with the way they play. 

“If Mark can bring that type of ethos to this 
football club, I have no doubt he will change 
the culture. A lot of things will go back-to- 
basics because I think as a club we have lost 
our way in the last two or three years.” 

When asked about his managerial style, 
the new Priestfield boss offered his players a 
hint of things to come: “I’m a disciplinarian, 
no one can step off line because if they do 
they will be dealt with in-house.” 

Rift 


His tenure began well, with 1-1 draws 
against two of League One’s better sides in 
Swansea and Doncaster. But less than a 
fortnight after taking over, Gills limply 
surrendered a lead to lose 2-1 in the FA Cup at 
Barnet. 

It marked the beginning of a rift in the 
squad between Stimson and a group of sen¬ 
ior players who the Gills boss claimed did 
not subscribe to his new super-fit training 
regime. Of the starting line-up at Barnet, 
only four players are still at the club. 

Stimson was openly critical of the had 
apples’ in the squad, but if it was a plan 
designed to inspire them to prove him 
wrong, it backfired spectacularly. The prob¬ 
lems worsened as he signed a number of his 
former players from Stevenage, widening 
the chasm to the out of favour clique. 

With few clubs interested in signing play¬ 
ers labelled as ‘disruptive’, the club had to 
agree to costly pay-offs. Even then the ani¬ 
mosity continued, with Craig Armstrong call-

ing Stimson “the worst man manager I have 
ever come across”. 

The departures slashed Stimson’s transfer 
budget - even with Arsenal’s purchase of 
Luke Freeman - who became the club’s 
youngest ever player when he came on at 
Barnet aged 15. 

Looking back on the period this week, he is 


in no doubt it played a large part in the club’s 
eventual drop into League Two, but is equal¬ 
ly confident he made the right choice. 

“I found myself rowing with a lot of players 
over nonsense really,” he said. “They were 
frustrating times and it cost the club a lot of 
money to get rid of them. We had to do it and 
we paid the consequence of relegation. 

“Every Sunday morning I check the list 
and look at how many players I let go are 
playing at a higher level now. Or to be fair 
how many are actually playing on a Satur¬ 
day? That’s when you know that most of the 
decisions were correct because most of them 
aren’t even getting in the team.” 

Scally, who like Stimson suffered vociferous 
abuse as the club slid towards the League One 
trapdoor, stood by his appointment despite 
calls for a new direction from some fans. 

There is little doubt the players are fitter 
and work harder than they did before Stim¬ 
son arrived. The ageing squad he inherited 
has undergone a major refurbishment, with 
the average age of the line-up at Lincoln on 
Tuesday more than four years younger than 
the squad he inherited. 

Stimson is far more amenable with the 
media than his predecessors and this season, 
with a more settled side, there have been 
signs the team are improving. 

But despite all this, the team’s problems 
away from Priestfield continue and until a 
cure is found for that perennial problem, a 
significant proportion of supporters will have 
their doubts. 

Alan Liptrott, co-editor of Gillsconnect.com, 
said: “I think the jury is still out, expectations 
among fans this season are that Gillingham 
have to get into the play-offs. A mid-table 
position would not be acceptable bearing in 
mind the changes he has made to the squad.” 

Stimson has shown a capacity for optimism 
in the direst of situations, so it is unsurpris¬ 
ing he remains confident of celebrating his 
second anniversary with the club. 

He said: “I hope so. We have a group of play¬ 
ers now who are all thinking the same way, 
they understand the hard work has got to be 
done and if they do that they will get the 
rewards. The one thing for me is enjoyment 
and I’m enjoying every day still.”

Promising all-rounder Alex Blake has also 
accepted an offer which extends his contract 
with the club to 2010.

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KENT’S reliance on Kolpak play¬ 
ers as a “stop gap” appears to be 
at an end with the emergence of a 
crop of new youngsters, according 
to skipper Rob Key 

The county have turned to Kolpak crick¬ 
eters in recent years to bolster their squad 
with the additions of South Africans, Martin 
van Jaarsveld, Ryan McLaren and Justin 
Kemp, but they are likely to be the last ones 
through the door at St Lawrence. 

Relegation from Division One of the 
County Championship at the end of last sea¬ 
son was hard for everyone connected with 
the club to take, but Key admits it heralds a 
chance for the club’s youngsters to make a 
name for themselves. 

He told Kent on Sunday: “It is a chance for 
us to bring on some of the young players at 
the club. We do not want to be going down 
the Kolpak route as that was a stop gap for 
us for a while. 

“Players like Ryan McLaren have been 
fantastic and continue to be so, but at the 
same time we have got to be giving the 
youngsters a chance. 

“We signed Kolpaks when we did not have 
enough youngsters so now we have, it is 
right to give them a go.” 

Sam Northeast is one player destined for a 
chance to shine next summer, while others 
such as off-spinner Charlie Hemphrey and 
all-rounder Alex Blake, will be pushing their 
claims for inclusion at the start of the season. 

Key said: ‘We have got some good young 
players and we want to give them a go. It 
will be good for us and for them. 

“In championship cricket we won’t be play¬ 
ing youngsters all the way through, but Sam 
Northeast, for instance, will have a chance 
at the start of the season. There will be 
opportunities.” 

Pakistan all-rounder Yasir Arafat followed 
Neil Dexter and Matt Walker out of the

club this week after re-signing for Sussex. 

The 26-year-old, who joined Kent in 2006 
from Sussex, performed admirably for the 
county in his two years at St Lawrence. He 
was the leading wicket-taker in one-day and 
Twenty20 cricket last season, but it was his 
decision to sign for Indian Premier League 
side Kolkata Knight Riders that forced 
Kent’s hand as Arafat wouldn’t have been 
available for the whole summer of 2009. 

Kent now begin the search for a new 
overseas star to help them bounce back to 
Division One of the championship and Key 
hasn’t ruled out the possibility of using two 
players over the course of the year. 

“We have strike bowlers in the form of 
Amjad Khan and will be looking to get a real 
match winner with the ball into the club,” he 
said. “If you look at how Hampshire trans¬ 
formed their season with the signing of 
Imran Tahir, we would obviously like some¬ 
one like that. 

“That’s what we are trying to do, find some¬ 
one out there who can help win us games. 

“It is next to impossible to be able to get one 
of the world-class players like a Muralitharan, 
they are few and far between. 

“Maybe going for a couple of names over the 
year might be a better way to go for us.” 

Key wouldn’t be drawn on whether the 
club’s new overseas star would be a bats¬ 
man, seam bowler or a spinner, but insisted 
the county’s management team would be 
working hard to bring somebody in. 

He said: ‘We are not sure what depart¬ 


ment we will be looking at yet but we will be 
looking to get the best overseas star that will 
be available during our summer.

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Stimson aims to build on Spurs link 


GILLINGHAM’S links with 
Tottenham Hotspur could 
strengthen after Harry 
Redknapp’s appointment at 
White Hart Lane. 

Leigh Mills and Andy 
Barcham are on loan at 
Priestfield from Spurs, while 
Charlie Daniels spent a 
month at the club earlier this 
season. 

Gills boss Mark Stimson 
has known Redknapp for 20 
years, with the pair’s paths 
crossing several times over 
the years. 


Although the change in 
management could lead to a 
new approach to the fringe 
players at White Hart Lane, 
Stimson is hopeful the ties 
between the two clubs could 
improve. 

He said: “If the boys are 
playing and progressing it can 
only help Tottenham in the 
long term. I hope to build a 
relationship with him because 
I have come across him before. 

‘With Harry I’m sure if I 
was to ring up and he had five 
minutes, he would give me 


some advice. I have asked 
him a couple of times before 
and I’m sure if we were after 
someone else from Spurs and 
he could, he would help us.” 

Mills, whose consistent per¬ 
formances at centre-back are 
keeping Garry Richards out of 
the starting line-up, is on loan 
at Priestfield until January 1. 

Barcham agreed last week¬ 
end to stay for a second 
month in League Two, but 
under loan rules he can be 
recalled at any time with just 
24 hours’ notice.
